EK Ht thips, ie his fuppofed 
voyage toOphir and Tarhhith, cannot be 
true, there being no monfoon or con- 
trary winds, as. he has imagined, to de- 
tain them, ‘ 

Let me, by. way of fupplement to 
W. W’s valuable Memoir, beg leave 
to fuggeft, that, if fuch monfoon, or 
contrary winds had really exifted, ftill 
they would not havedetained Solomon’s 
fhips : foy, [ conceive thofe thips did 
not, like ours, depend altogether on 
their saiLs, but on their OARS alfo. 

Mr. Bruce feems to have thought 
that the conftruGion of the earlieft vef- 
fels, ufed for. trafick, was exactly the 
fame as that of our prefent merchant- 
thips 5 which fubje&s them altogether 
to the merey of the winds,-—-This was 
excufable in Mr. Bruce, but,was hard- 
ly to be expeéted in fuch a writer as 
Dr. Robertfon, 

But a moment’s reflection, and a lit- 

' the inquiry, wilk convince us they muft 
have been, and aétually were, very 
different. Having not the ufe of the 
magnet and compafs, the early navigatoys 
durft not venture very far from the coalts ; 
their veflels, therefore, were fhallow, and 
molt often have required the affiftance of 
oars. This is fuggefted by reafon. Itis 
alfo confirmed by pofitive proof ; for, 
that Solomon’s fhips were made by 
Tyrian thip-builders, we cannot doybr, 
as Hiram king of Tyre lent him fail- 
ors to navigate them, (1 Kings, ix, 26, 
.27)- How the Tyrians formed. their 
thips we may eafily learn from their de- 
fcendants the Carthaginians, whe are 
well known to have coniiruéted their 
veflels not unlike the triremes of the 
Romans; which, I think, were formed 
in imitation of theirs, Or, if the Ro- 


mans copied the Grecias mode of thip- 
building, it will lead tothe fame con-’ 
clufion; for, the Tyrians were the 
earlieft navigators of the Ancients, and 
from them the Greeks learnt their Na+ 
val Arts. 

The Tyrians, and confequently So- 
lomon’s thips, being then deftirure of 
the compafs, dnd obliged in their long- 
eft navigations to creep round the thores, 
could not but confame much time in 
fuch a diftant voyage as to the Ifles of 
Java; where the moft judicious jn- 
quirers have vufually looked for the 
Country of Ophir, &c. But, in the ad-’ 
joining Continent of Africa, the conti- 
nuity of the coaft would have eafily led 
them to wiod their way to any place of 
defiination, by the -aftiltance of their 
oars, under any difadvantage of adverie 
winds, except during an accidental 
florm, &c. when they could always fly 
for fhelter to fome fafe birth in the ad- 
jacent fhore, 

Befides, in fearch of Ophir, we mu& 
look out for fome country, which fent 
to Solomon that beauriful fowl, the 
PEACOCK, then, I conceive, firft im-~ 
ported into the Weftein woild, (ie 
2 Chron. ix, 21). This is not a native 
of Africa; but well known to be indi- 
genous in fome of the iflands above- 
mentioned, 

If J recolle&t right, in a Memoir 
of Mr. MAaRsDEN’s, in one of the 
volumes of the Philofophieal Tranfaé- 
ions, he mentions Ophir as a term fill 
uled, and applied to fine gold in Suma- 
tra, or fome adjacent Ifland. I amob- 
Jiged to quote from memory, having 
not the volume at ‘hand, nor indeed 
any other work of erudition, which [ 
could confult on any of the above parti- 
culars. I muft therefore hope to be 


excufed for any miftakes I may have 
committed ; and fhall beg leave to re- 
commend the more accurate tovettiga- 
tion of the foregoing fubjeé to your in- 
genious cusrefpondent W. W. or fome 
other leasacd member of Oxford or

Ti Curonicxes OF THE SEASONS, 
WINTER, 1793-4 
ecm Winter was, to our percep- 
tions, of one month’s duration onlys 
and, had it not been for a froft of eleven 
days continuatice in January, and two 
falls of {now that followed in the fame 
month, it would have feemed as-if Au- 
tumn had glided jnto Spring; for, the 
ery objeéts of Autumn continued 
to be feen after the commencement of 
Winter, The women who went a- 
gooding (as they call it in thefe parts) on 
St. Thomas’s day, might, in return for 
alms, have prefented their benefaétors 
with fprigs of ‘palm and bunches of 
primrofes; and the ladies might have 
worn, on Chriftmas-day, nofegays com- 
pofed of auticulas, waliflowers, anemo- 
nies, and daifies; yea, even of carna- 
tions and gilliflowers. The paftures 
and fields of wheat preferved an unin- 
terrupted and vivid verdure; and the 
former became thickly clotted with 
‘dwarf daifies early in February. . Num- 
bers of fine lambs were gamboling at 
Chriftmas, and at the fame time rooks 
were labouring at their’nefts, « Elders, 
apricot-trees, Babylonian-willows, aod 
blackberry+buthes, retained a portion of 
their former foliage till it was fuperfe- 
ded by ‘the forward efforts of the new, 
The Bares fpecies of tree was abfo- 
lutely thooting early in February) and, 
on the 19th day of that month, flower- 
buds with their feotftaiks were thereon 
a€tually and diftinGly apparent even at 
At the fame time, the 
weeping-willows were waving new 
leaves above the overflowing rills and 
pools, whilft waterwagtails caught at 
gnats from their branches. Some warm 
fhowers towards the end of February 
caufed foliation to come.on generally 
and rapidly; and, on the 27th, plum- 
trées were both in leaf and in bloffom, 
imfomuch that, on the 28th, when men 
were, by royal proclamation, mourning 
for human mifery, Nature was in part 
¢clad.in her livelieft apparel. No evers 
reens whatever were froftbicten this 
Winter but wallflowers, pailion-trees, 
and unproteéted myrties, and they but 
very flightly. Jt remains to ne 
Vv 
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ved, chat; though the feafon was mild; 
it. was ‘in general éleat; and, though 
dry; not windy.

N your Reviewer’s rematks on Dr,

poffible at a time like the prefent, when 
we are carrying on a very extenfive war 
with fleets and armies in almoft every 
“quarter of the globe ; but more efpeci- 
a'ly in thé Weft Indies, where the dif- 
eafe in queftion has made, and is ftill 
making, fuch havock, that it has almoft 
depopulated fome of the iflands. 
| Ir is ewer to be confidered as an addi- 
tional calamity in war, that expeditions, 
fleets, and armies, thould fo often be 
dire&ted, in the medical department, by 
-wnexperienced phyficians and furgeons. 
- Many have been the remonfisances on 
this fubje& in your invaluable Repofi- 
tory, Thofe generally employed on 
foreign fervice muft, therefore, chiefly 
depend for information on profeffional 
‘books and literary co!leétions; of the 
latter, there is none to which they are 
 oftener indebted than to the Gentle- 
man’s Magazine. 
You have, on various occafions, Mr. 
Urban, made feletions from Dr. Mofe- 
_ ley’s Treatife on Tropical Difeafes ; 
and have repeatedly obferved, that, 
where his doétrines were known, they 
‘were univerfally followed in the Eaft 
‘and Weft Indies, This is fufficiently 
* confirmed by all who vifitthofe parts of 
“the world: and it is now, Mr. Urban,

-The.epidemic Yellow Fever, which 
Made fuch devaftation la Summer and 





Yelow Fever of Philadelphia. 
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Autumn in different parts of the Wet 
Indies and Aierica, vificed Philadel- 
phia, where it raged with the greateft 
fury from the end of July to the begin- 
ning of November; and, in that fpace 
of cime, carried off upwards of 3000 of 
the inhabirants—an enornious mortality 
in, a town whofe population was only 
60,;000.-fouls, and which had. been al~ 
moft deferted through the dread of this 
peltilence, On its -firft appearance, it 
affumed the form of a moft malignant 
typhus, and generally finithed its courfe 
in three, five, or feven days, ‘with hae 
morrhages, petechia, black vomit, and 
univerfal yellownefs. 

The .caufe of this epidemick, - like 
that of all epidemicks, was in the atmoe 
fphere, which had at, that period un- 
dergone fome change, deftrudtive to the 
purpofes of life, by an uaufually het 
and dry Summer.and Autumn, 

Alarmed at its appearances, the phy- 
ficians took their idea of treatment from 


-its terminating fymproms, and began, 


according to.cuftom, with bark, wine, 
cordials, and with the moft powerful 
external as well as internal flimulants. 
But this pradlice was ufed co liule pur- 
pofe, and the difeafe continued with una- 
bating violence until a contiary mode was 
adopted, recommended by Dr. Mofeley 
in his Treatife on the Yelhaw Fever, 
or, as he more preperly denominates it, 
the Endemial Caufus of the Welk Ladies; 
and it was only by his method that the 
{courge, which had fo fevercly afli&ted 
Philadelphia, was fubdued. 

Dr. Ruth, chagtined with his want of 
fuccefs in. the tonic, cardiac, and anti- 
feptic plan,and obferving the advantages 
Dr. Mofeley mentions to have been ob- 
tained from antiphlogiftié treatment, 
and early evacuations, in this fever, in 
the Weft Indies, made. him, determine 
fir fo change his mode of pra&tice. He 
then began with evacuations, and gave 
{mart purges on the firft attack of the 
difeafe, as in general the mildet ca- 
tharticks would not fufficiently #ét upon 
the bowels, which were ufually much 
conftipated, The fuccefs attending this 
pratice was very great, as he {carcely 
loft a fingle patient after he adopted it; 
and’ found, as Dr. Mofelcy’ obfeives 
(p. 88), that, inftead of the patients 
growing weaker, they incregfed in 
firength in proportion as the morbid 
and debilitating contents of the bowels 
were evacuated, 

Dr. Ruth early communicated his 
fuccefs to Dr. Meafe, whole obferva- 

tions,

tions, in confequence of adopting the 
fame srieet bexanted recifel Sith 
the’ preceding important fa& hithed 

Dr. Mofeiey. 

Dr. Meafe. and Dr. Ruth, fincerely 
interefed in the welfare of their fellow- 
citizens, and not lefs candid towards 
Dr. Mofeley, immediately on confirm- 
ing this new pradtice, with unequivocal 
tefiimony, publithed feparately, at dif- 
ferent periods, the following extradéts 
from Dr. Mofcley’s work, “with fome 
obfervations, in feveral of the conti- 
mental daily papers; which had the 
good effect to break through deftructive 
prejudices, founded on theory only, and 
induced 4 confidence among the faculty 
to follow their example from one end of 
the Continent to the other. It is re- 
marked by thefe gentlemen, that, as 
the weather became cooler, the difeafe 
became more inflammatory, and, ac- 
cordingly, the lancet was more freely 
employed. Some patients loft from four 


to eight piats of blood before the in- 


flammatory diathefis of the difeafe was 
fubdued, and the patient confidered in 
fafery.

from obfervations mate in the courfe of 
many years practice in the ifland of Jamaica, 
he. is certainly entit'ed to much credit and 
attention from every one, aud undoubtedly 
to more than fome ‘phyficians among us, 
who write from theory fimply, having feen 
no patients in the difeafe, about which they 
attempt to inftruét.

one in this city ;. and I fhall therefore bare- 
ly mention afew paffages from Dr. Mofeley, 
re{pecting the Treatment of the Difeafe. 

“ He denies. that either the names 
Malignant or Yellow ave proper for the Fever, 
as it, requires copious bleeding in the begin- 
ning, and a yellow colour is not an invariar 


+ ble fymptom of the complaint. (p. 413.) 


The truth is, that the difeafe is, in the 
higheft degree poffible, an inflammatory 
one, accompanied with fuch {ymptoms, ina 
greater extent, as attend all inflammatory 
fevers, and moit. ftrikingly the reverfe of 
any difeafe that is putrid.”’ 

“In, the firft ftage, fays he, bleeding 
muft be performed, and mutt be repeated 
every fix or eight hours, or when the excu- 
/bations come on, while, the heatfulnefs of 
the pulfe and pains continue. Many praéti- 
tioners have been deterred from bleeding 
their patients, from the depreffion of the 
pulfe, and from the faintnefs, which fome- 
times accompany the very firft onfet of this 
fever ; but here the pulfe always rifles, and 
the faintnefs difappears, asthe heart is re- 
lieved from its opprefiion by the lofs of 
blood. (p. 431.) : 

“When a fufficient quantity of blood has 
been taken away, the next ftep is to evacu- 
ate the contents of the bowels. (p. 436.) 

** A gentleman lately, writing from theo- 
ry, advifes the patient to drench himfelf 
with tamarind water; but Dr. Mofel 
fays, that although acids are extremely cool- 
ing and grateful, they interfere with the 
operation of purgations, diforder the fto- 
mach when ufed at the fame time, and 
caufe them to be rejected. 

“ Vitriolic atid-fhould never be given, 
ail acids are aftringent, but this is particu- 
larly fos they. contraé the fibres of the fto- 
mach, and:prerent purgatives from pafling 
downwards through the inteftines. (p. 442s) 

“ Soft {mooth drinks, free from any fti- 
mulaing tendency, fuch. as barley-water, 
always anfwer be{t for the common drink, 
and are no jmpediment in the way of medi- 
ce. 

* Some phyficians in this city, who have 
addreffed the publick, have expreffed their 
fears about the putrid mature of the difeafe, 
and have reprobated purging, or any debili- 
tating means whatever, and advifed the im- 
mediate’ vfe of bark and wine; but Dr. 
Mofeley obferves, p. 448, ‘It isin vain’to 
think of. bark and antifeptics, though the 
approach of. mortification be evident.« Ic is 
in vain to harra;s the miferaple patient with 
vitriolic acid, and a multitude of naufequs 
and tormenting drugs. Jf ftools can be pro- 
cured, and the bowels kept conftantly loofe, 
fo that the acrid and putrid colluries are 
carried off as faft as they are fecreted from 
the difeafed mafs, that the ftomach may be 
preferved, and able to retain bark, the dif- 
wit may be conquered ; if mot, the patient 
wil, . 4 ‘ 
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s Sometimes, foon after the firft attack 
of the ‘fever, an abatement of every fymp- 
tom is obtained; and thofe who are not well 
acquainted with the pulfe, and what exten- 
five evacuationsthis fever demands, conclude 
that a remiffion, or an intermiffion, ‘or a 
folution of the fever, isdecided. They who 
unfortunately make,any dependence here 
defift from farther evacuations, and proceed 
to giving bark and cordial nourifhment. 
Every perfon about the patient is filled with 
flattering hopes of his recovery ; but the 
evacuations bave been difcontinued too 
“foon, and have not been fufficient to extin- 
guifh entirely the inflammatory difpofition 


of the difeafed, which, now’ aggravated, 


breaks out and ‘rages with redoubled vio- 
lence, and hurries the patient into the fe- 
cond ftage of the difeafe, ‘and then foon out 
of the world. 

“ In regard to regimen, during the firft 
three or four days, thin foft cooling drinks, 
emulfions, and chicken broth, befides the 
medicines, will be as much as the ftomach 

“can fuftain, even were any thing elfe necef- 
fary. After the crifis, or after the firft 


* ftage of the difeafe, panada, gruc}, and fa-

“ The neceffity of evacuating the con- 
tents of the bowels, in the early ftage of 
the complaint, previous to giving bark, or

if a perfon, who has a few botanical 
works in his poffeflion, buys a new one, 
he is almoft fure to find in it, perhaps, 
one-half of. the plants which have been 
delineated in the former works.

for genius and. induftry, that the gen- 


tlemeo.who, publith from it need not 
encroach an former publications: and 
it is much to be withed that contempo- 
rary publifhers. would agree to choole 
feparate works in the flowery labyrinth 
of Boteay, Thus may four or five dif- 
ting works on the fubjeé& of Britih 
plants come out together, not one of 
them. interfering with any of the reft, 
and the whole of that ufeful and plea- 
fing f{cience be. illufrated in. the courle 
of a wery few years. .

Mr, Sow- 
grby’s clegans aon, 6¢ Eoghith Botas 
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4 if perfevered in, will certainly be 
of the gieateft utility ; but, according 
to the plan now purfued,, will take up 
nearly tquenty years to complete it: and 
the Flora Reflica\(a very indefinite title) 
may be.continued upwards of forty 
years. Though the individual merit of 
each of the above works be :far aliove 
my praife, it yet: appears 40 me that 
their value would be.much enhanced if 
each of the gentlemen concerned in 
them would confine his labours to a 
particular clafs of plants.

fquare, and probably the whim of the 
feulptor, as I do not remember to have 
ever feen any which refemble them. 
They were originally convex, but, being 
fomewhat ‘damaged, have, by the Rut- 
land family, which intermarried with the 
laft heir of the Vernons, been traced ovet 
with a black cement:

The feft of the infcription only men- 
tions what children he had by them, and 
is very much defaced, and difficult to 
read; thé inclemeney of the weather 
likewife prevented me from perfevering 
in the attempt to tranfcribe it. On one 
‘fide of the tomb are thefe lines : 

“ Know, pofterity, that, on the 8th of 
Aprill, in the year of grace 1757, the rarn- 
bling remains of the abovefaid John Dale 
were, in the 86th year of his pilgrimage, 
faid upon his two wives. 

This thing in life might raife fome jealoufie, 
Here all three lie together lovingly ; 

But from embraces here no pleafure flows, 
Alike are here all human joys and wees :

P. li. A fimilar ftory to this of the 
Anglo Saxon Poet,Cadmon,isrelated by 
Quin€tilian (de Initit. Orat. lib. 1. cap. 
xo.) of Themiftocles. “ Unde etiam 
ille mos, ut in convivi 8, poft ccenam, 
circumferretur lyra : cujus cum {fe pe- 
ritum Themiftocles conteffus effet; ut 
verbis Ciceronis utar, Sabitus eff indoc- 
tior.””

plan,” and not to publith, as yet, the 
whole of his obfervations. 

Having thus to {peak of his firft de- 
fign, and of the fubfequent alteration of 
his plan, I do not really conceive how 
the Profeffor could well avoid expreff- 
ing himfelf as he has done, and beco- 
ming an egorift in ** pronouns.” In fen» 
timent 1 contend that he 1s not. Odious 
as ‘the ta'l pronoun” and a'l its rela. 
tives aie to your correfpondent, even 
he, probably, would find it difficult to 
exprefs the fame fentiments without 
falling into the fame egotifin in words, 
When {peaking of onefelf, it is natural, 
and almoft unavoidable, to pf words 
which exprefily denote that' which we 
fpeak of, I doubt moch whether, 
though we fhould fuppofe that this ob- 
noxious paflage was * coolly revifed” 
by its aurhor, he may yet be fuppoted 
to have difcovered what our keener cri« 
tick fo feverely cenfures ; and I am the 
rather inclined to acquit him wholly of 
defigned egotifm, even in words, be- 
caufe I confider my own offences, in my 
prefent fhort letter, as affording a direét 
cafe in point.’ Studious, as I may na- 
turally be fuppofed to have been, to 
avoid, as far as poffible, after the ftrice 
tures of your correfpondent (who ean 
tell exaétly that “J occurs feven times, 
me once, my fourtimes, ina fingle fen. 
teace’”’), the repeated ufe of the offen- 
five pronoun, I yet perceive that I have 
repeatedly been guilty of the heinous 
fault which he fo particularly objeéts to, 
The reafon, however, again feems to 
me to be plain. I have been delivering 
my own fentiments; I have been {peak- 
ing of myfelf; and I have therefore na» 
turally ufed, even repeatedly, the cor- 
refpondent perfonal pronoun. 

In faét, thefe egotifms in expreffion 
occur continually even in the moft ap- 
plauded writers. They fometimes apo- 
logize for them, but they at the fame 
time ufe them—from finding themfelves 
under a neceffity of doing fu. 

I cannot indeed buc think farther al- 
fo, that, even in any cafe, the merit of 
the Profeflor as a Layman, and as called 
more immediately to other purfuits, in 
having yet dedicated fo many hous to 
the fludy of the Scriptures, ought to 
have refirained your correfpondent from 
noticing expretiions which, were we to 
grant them to be errors, would yet be 
light and trivial faults ; fauits in words 
only. 

1 with that fimilar fentiments, and a 
duc respect for the Pyolellor (who is 
difiingutthed 
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diftinguithed for his fuperior knowledge

I beg leave, through the channel of 
your Magazine, to fuggeft to the valu- 
able Editor of Holbein’s Drawings, that 
there exifts a moft beautiful colleé&tion 
of drawings of Portraits, much in the 
ftyle, and perhaps from the pencil, of 
Holbein, (1 may be deceived in the lat 
conjecture, as 1 write from a diftant re- 
colieAion,) in the country refidence of 
the Earl of Carlifle, at Caftle Howard 
in York thire.—This colleétion, where- 
with one of the rooms is adorned, con- 
fills of mafterly fketches of the princi- 
pal perfons of the Court of France, and, 
I apprehend, of that- Court at a period 
coéval to the reign of our King Henry 
VILL. This circumfance, and their being 
executed in a mafterly manner, would 
render them a moft valuabie contitua- 
tion of Holbein’s Drawings now pub- 
lithing, if Mr. Chamberlain, or any 
other perfon equally qualified, could be 
induced to have them engraved by fo 
maflerly a hand as that of Mr. Buarto- 
lozzi. The confent of the noble Pro- 
prietor, after fo liberal an example gi- 
ven by his Majefly, is not to be doubt- 
ed; at the fame time, the publick 
would acknowledge it as a favour at his 
hands, 

The drawings in queftion I faw feve-

be ble#. Mutt it not, therefore, con- 
cern every truly religious man, who is 
a worthiper of God, and a friend to 
humanity and his country, to fee any 
rank of men in this nation ready to en- 
courage the rights of man, equality, 
and the Republican principles of the 
French? I fhall apply to our prefent 
éafe the arguments of Mr. Addifon in 
his Free-holder, at the cnd of N® ¢, 
* And are thefe fuch defirable bietlings, 
that an honeft man would endeavour to 
arrive at them, through the“confufions 
of a civil war, and the blood of many 
thoufands of his fellow-fubje&is? On 
the contrary, the arguments for our 
fteady, loyal,and affeftionatc, adherence 
to King George, are fo evideat from 
this fingle topic, that if every Briton, 
inftead of afpiring after private wealth 
and power, would fincevely defire to 
make his Coantry happy, his prefent 
Majefty would noc have a fingle 
mal-content in hiswhole dominions.”’

gto Sentiment from Addifon.—Error of Modern Chemifts. [ April, 


Mr. Unsan, .Carlifle, Feb. 10. 
ib my laft paper on the fudje& of the 

generation of air from water, I took 
notice that our modern chemiits ave be= 
ginning to introduce the erroneous prin« 
ciples of the new aérial philofopiy into 
the practice of phyfic and I now beg 
leave, agreeable to my promife, to point 
out the folly of the attempt. Mr. Lae 
voifier’s Theory of Air is, if poffible, 
more abfurd when applied to the prace 
tice of phyfic than in the chemical de- 
partment. ‘The lungs, in their natural 
healthy flate, are fuppofed, by the advo- 
cates of this theory, to abforb oxygen 
gafs, or the acid fying principle, into the 
fyftem. {n contumptions, this effential 
organ becomes difeafed, inflamed, with 
tubercles and ulcerations, and, in fome 
cafes, they are very much wafted or 
deftroyed. Now, when this organ is 
labouring under this extreme difeale, itis 
fuppofed by Dr. Beddoes to perform its 
office more powerfully than in health s 
for, it is then faid to receive fo greata 
quantity of pure air into the blood as 
to produce difeafe. Is it poffible, Mr. 
Urban, that any perfon, of common 
fenfe, can believe that this organ, in 
the extremity of difeafe, fhould do its 
office more effe&tually than, when in 
health? ~Yet this he muft believe, if he 
admits the reafoning of Dr, Beddoes on 
the fubjeé, 

Dr. Beddoes’ objeét is to countera& 
this pure air, or acefcent principle, in the 
blood, the fuperabundance of which he 
fupp es to produce the difeafe. Hence, 
acefcent milk, called butter-miik, and 
the different acids, with vegetable food, 
which have been hitherto prefcribed by 
the moft judicious’ phyfieians, mutt be 
highly injurious. On the contrary, 
the higheft animal food and butter, 
which neutralized the acidity of the 
milk, muft be made ufe of, 

But, under the influence of this ex- 
traordinary theery, the cauftic, volatile, 
alkali would be the grand remedy, the 
complete fpecific; for, the aérial acid 
being taken from the volarile alkali, it 
may all be formed into inflammable 
air; fo that, when the oxygen gafs and 
it meet in the circulation, they will 
form (according to the principles of 
modern aérial philofophy) that mild, 
bland liquor, called water. 

Therefore, in confumptions, all high 
and alkalefcent liquors thould be given; 
rum, brandy, and even {pirit of wine. 
In all our formér cheories of this difeale, 
how ftrangely muft our ignorant fore- 

fathers 
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fathers have been deceived !—The true 
phtbifis pulmonalis was generally fup- 
pofed by them to be moft incident 
to thofe conftitutions in which the 
principles of life were the weakeft, 
particularly in fcrophulous habits, and at 
a time when the-human frame is weak- 
ened by growing too fai—after fevers 
alfo, and profufe evacuations, which 
muft have carried off this great poifon, 
pure air, It was farther fuppofed, that 
the difeafe was excited and brought in- 
to action by fuch perfons breathing an 
atmofphere, containing little pure air, 
in large towns. | But, in order to coun- 
teraét this difpohtion to the difeafe, we 
ought, according to the Doéor’s theo- 
ry, tofend our patients from the pure 
country-air into the moft impure and 
crowded cities—their food fhould be 
fuch as to counieraé&t acefcency, viz. 
high animal food, f{pirits, and particu- 
larly, falted meat, as it has a high alka- 
Jefcent tendency. A'l which, both the 
food and medicines above-mentioned, 
would, according to Dr, Priettiey, form 
this obnoxious pure air into fixed air; 
for this, he fays, isalways generated by 
’ the union in their nafcenr flate. 

Another writer introduces the theory 
into the fea-fcurvy; and here we are 
told, that acids are neceffary to let loofe, 
according to him and Dr. Beddoes, the 
pure air which they are fuppofed to be 
formed of. Therefore, as there 1s fup- 
pofed to be too little oxygen gafs in the 
blood in the fea-fcurvy, from che ule of 
food of too alkalefcent a nature, fuch 
as falted animal food, &c.; and therefore, 
when there is too much of it in the 
blood in eonfumprtive patients, alkalef- 
cent food, falt meat; &c. would be the 
moft proper—but enough, furely, of 
fuch abfurdities. 

I will clofe my arguments with the 
following obicrvations. If this oxygen 
gafs is really received into the biod, 
and if it is the aétive principle which 
ftimulates the heart, &c. and if it is the 
acefcent priniiple ; then all acids (fince 
we areto d that acids are decompound. 
ed in the circulation) would be the 
flrongeft flimutating food thatan animal 
could receive : and that phioyitiic bo- 
dies, the caufiic volatile and fixed alka- 
lies, {pirits, animal food, &c. would be 
the molt fedative that a man might 
get drunk with vinegar, and feber him- 
felf by drinking rum or brandy; nay, 
that the /edative, cauftic, volatile, alka- 

- li would change the high /imulating 
acefcent food into that mild,bland body, 
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water; or, according to Dr. Prieftley, 
into fixed air.—So, all philofophy, chee 
miftry, and medicine, nay, even coms 
mon fenfe and reafon, are fairly kicke , 
a out of doors by our learned aérial~ 
ifts. 

But, as oxygen gafs, they allow, is 
not all imbibed by the lungs, a part bes 
ing Changed into fixed air, (I fay the 
whole); therctore, according to them, 
that effential organ, the lungs, the in- 
veftigation of whofe purpofe in the ani- 
mal ceconomy need to exercife the inges 
nuity of our forefathers, is now difcoe 
vered to be for the difcharging of 
CHARCOAL, and of the animal fyf- 
tem !—Permit me, Mr. Urban, to con- 
clude with the following exclamation : 
1 will not fay—O tempora, O mores! 
but, O Philofopbia !— Philofopbia, O!— 

a", P.S. Inthe Index Indicatorius 
of your Magazine for laft month, I ob- 
ferve, Mr. Urban, that one of your 
corre{pondents, under the fignature of 
L. has made fome enquiries more parti+ 
cularly from me, and, as I fuppofe the 
enquiry to be for no other purpofe than 
to procure information, I will moft wil- 
lingly give him the following anfwer : 
* Silver, in the procefs of cupeliation, 
is expofed to a ftrong heat, in order to 
turn the Jead, which it is ftill mixed 
with, into litharge; during the procefs, 
the ‘ead will be calcined, and in its cal- 
cination it will imbibe pure air.

Is it then fuch an uncommon or im- 
poflible circumftance,thata figeple thould 
move with the bells, that this ingenious 
Italian fhould treat it with a fceptical 
joke? and have we not bell-towers in 
the fame predicament in our own cowa- 
try, without going to Sicily tofeck them ? 

His account of the fair at Palermo,

In Lipari, the Count found a fingular 
building not long difcovered, and defcri- 
bed by no other traveller, Itis called “the 
organ of Eolus,”’ and is a kind of organ 
built partly of brick, partly of flone, in 
a plain on a little eminence facing three 
mountains, the fpaces between which 
admit three different winds, which blow 
on this infirument, and produce a feeble 
found, different on each fide; fothat, 
when entire, it mutt have produced very 
diverfified ones. Inthe centre is a pile 
of mafonry, fupported by four pillars of 
bafalt on each fide; and, among the 
mafonry, were worked fquare earthen 
pipes, forming a kind of body for the 
organ, pierced at given diftances, and 
covered with great bafaltic tones, When 
the wind blows on the fides of this pile, 
it gathers by holes in the cavity of thefe 
pipes; and forms rolling founds, more 
or lefs ftrong. Ib. 145. 1 with fome of 
your correfpondents may be able to give 
you a fuller account of this extraordi-

Mr. Urnsan, il. 
HB antient building at rsh Ford 
(LXIIT. 1161) is. thus defcribed 

by Mr. Grofe: “This building, val- 
an koown by the appellation of Kin 
ohn’s Houle, flands in Old Ford, in t 
parifh Stratford le Bow. It was the: 
gate of a roval manfion belonging to 
King Henry VIII; is of brick, re 9 by 
its ftyle, feemg, at leaft to. be as old as the 
reign of King Henry VIE. Several 
foundations of the interior buildings are 
fill vifible, particularly thofe of the 
chapel, which was flanding within the 
memory of fomeé. antient petfons now 
(1787) refiding near the fpot, who ree 
port that it was adorned with fine paint. 
ings and curious painted glafs, and 
was called the Romith chapel. The 
extremity of thefe buildings is bounded 
bya ditch, which has ferved as a fhore 
(fewer)-to them and the adjacent builde 
ings (for) time immemorial,- This was 
lately enlarged, in order to admit the 
coal-harges from the river Lea, and to 
make a wharf; in doing which, a fone. 
wall was difcovered, 27 paces in length, 
having over it a laver of brick. This 
feems to have been the boundary and 
breadth of the whole premifes, their 
length is but little more: fo that the 
area of the whole was extremely fmall 
for a royal manfion, Many antient 
glazed tiles have been digged up here 
ornamented with fcroll-work painted in 
yellow, four of them completing one 
pattern. Thefe, it is likely, were part 
of the pavement of the chapel, many 
fuch tiles being 
different old buildings, fuch as the ca- 
thedrals at Winchefter and Gloucefter, 
Chriftchurch, Hants, Romfey, &c, See 
veral antient coins have been alfo found 
here. This eflate is held on a leafe from 
Chrift’s hofpital, London, originally 
granted to the late Mr. Edmund Smith, 
fcarlet-dyer, for 61 years, many of which 
are at prefent unexpired, Probably chis 
manfion was granted to the hofpital by 
its founder, King Edward VI. The 
ruinous fate of this building makes it 
unlikely that ic will ftand cirohat the 
enfuing winter. This infide view of the 
gate was drawn in 1786,”

Mr, UrBan, April 8. 
AS the removal of feveral bodies 
from Lambeth ry, Ey for 
the purpofes of diffeEtion, has been 
Jately much animadverted upon, and 





the fragments of human bodies, fill 


more recently difcovered ina miferable 
houfe in Whitechapel, excited a kind 
of horror in the public mind againft dif- 
feélion, I have turned my attention to- 
wards the fubjeé, in order to fuggeft a 
plan lefs difgufting to furviving friends, 
and, at the fame time, calculated to af- 
ford a conftant refource of dead bodies 
for this important department of medi- 
cal fcience, the knowledve of Anatomy, 
which is effential to the Phyfician as 
well as to the Surgeon. ; 

Prior to explaining the plan I would 
recommend, I cannot but advert to that 
Unphilofophical difgut which influences 
the public mind againft diffeétions, 
when the moft tranfient reflexion muft 
convince the living, that, as their indi- 
vidual health materially depends upon 
the fkill of she faculty, which again de- 

nds upon the proper knowledge of the 
een arly thefe diffe&tions muft ul- 
timately tend to their benefit. 

One might be led to coriclude, by 
the care taken of dead bodies, and the 
pomp adopted to convey them, “ food 
for worms,’’ that they were imagined 
to rife identically again, in corporibus 
fanis, aod inberit immortality ; but, at 
this period of fcience, it cannot but oc- 
cur to fuperficial obfervation, that the 
body is compounded of perifhable ele- 
ments, of thofe fubftances which it 
daily takes in for its nourifhment ; and, 
therefore, on this ground, it would be 
as rational to confecrate a dead cow, a 
calf, or any other focd on which the 
body had lived, and by which it had 

rown. To refine on this idea, it would 
Come an inveftigation of the Phyfio- 
Jogi, rather than of the Undertaker or 
Herald, to give to the deceafed the pro- 

r funereal accompaniments. Thus, 
roan Alderman or Common-counci!man 
muft be added a Turbot or a Turtle, or 

rbaps’a Sorloin; to a fine Lady we 
‘ thould fele& Chicks and Syilabubs; and 
fo on ad infiaitum, agreeably tu previous 
habit, conftitution, or rank; and, doubr- 
leis; each of thefe are as likely for re. 
evening life. as their quondam tnaflers 
and mifiseifes who fad fed on them.

This would be awended with a revo- 
lution in Heraldry and Church Hiftory, 
and would have one good effe& on the 
fpeEtator among the tombs, who might 
immediately recognize the rank and 
charaéter of the deceafed by the embles 
matic infignia, and even afcertain the 
caufes of death, On a tomb with a 
fluttering dove might be fuggelted, that 
within repofed a tender love-fick maid. 
By another, crefted with horns, we 
might be excited to pity or ridicule fome 
unfortunate hufband; and, under a ca- 
lapath and calapee, might lie dormant 
an Eaft India Direftor, or even a Lord 
of the Board of Controul. 

To return to the plan I meant to 
projeét, as it is a well-afcertained faét 
that, in medical experiments, the firft 
effays thould be made on the Experi- 
mentalift. Storck tried his poifons firft 
on himfelf, and thereby acquired me- 
rited honour. This plan, I fay, is, 
that the members of the Faculty fhould 
wnite in a fociety to diffeét one another. 
At the firtt affociation, probably deaths 
among themfelves might net be adcquate 
to the demands of their numerous pupils; 
but, as the Society increafed, there could 
be no doubt of a plentiful fupply. 

Upon entering this Society, each 
member to be bound that, on his de- 
ceafe, his body thall be difpofed of a- 
greeably to the decifion of the Society 
at large, or of a committee appointed 
for that purpofe. 

Feeling as the writer of this’ paper 
does, it muft be a fingular pleafure to 
the members of this Society to refleét, 
whilft living, on the great ufe they will 
be of to the community after death ; 
and that, however mankind may doubt 
of their utility prior to this event, none 
can hefitate afterwards to add fuch a 
tribute. They mutt enjoy the pride and 
fatisfaétion of exemption from the com- 
mon fate of — eaten by worms, thefe 
worms eaten by birds and fith, and thefe 
birds and Sithes eaten by their friends— 
a horrid reflexion ! 

The Eaft and Weft-Indian may in- 
deed efcape the earth-worm, from the 
meng rapacity of the Crab. Thefé 

rabs make excellent currie ; which the 
living Eaft and Wei Indian devours 
with as much eagernefs as the Crabs 
devoured the defundét. 

What an inrelle€tual enjoyment mut 
thefe gentlemen of the Faculty experi- 
ence, when, ioftead of having their 
minds embittered with fuch cannibal 
ideas, they view in diflaat but true per- 
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fpcétive the noble ‘ends they. gratify ! 
What a luxury to hope that, one day, 
another Monro or Cruikfhank may be 
exhibiting to wondering fpeétators the 
beauties of their lymphatieks! a fotore 
Abernethy, a bladder.with calculi! and 
a fubfequent Ware, elucidating an optic 
nerve | 

That the Society I have been recom- 
mending wil! increafe beyond the de- 
mand of its members cannot be doubted, 
if we confider that the metropolis nou- 
tithes with its vita!s no lefs than 120 re- 
gular phyficians, 1000 corporation fur- 
geons, and 1000 hall members, befides 
irregulars innumerable as rhe fands of 
the fea. When this period hall arrive, 
the fupernumerary fubje&ts may be dil- 
pofed of to other Jearned feminarics, or 
to pupils, at a certain fixed price ; and 
the profits, which muft be confiderable, 
appropriated to the Socie:y for the Re- 
lief of the Widows of Medical Men. 
Then will the honour of this Eftablith- 
ment become the theme of public praife 
and private gratitude. We read of Fe- 
male Hindoos dying for their dead huf- 
bands; but here the Faculty devote 
themfelves as martyrs to their widows. 
Left, however, the wives, from pure 

ratitude, might be induced by over- 

indnefs to hafien this generous cataf- 
trophe of their hufbands, it muft be a 
part of the plan of the Society to make 
their wives female members, more e{pe- 
cially as fubjeGis of this tex will be 
wanted in the diffe€ting theatre more 
than, perhaps, covered at home; and 
certainly nothing can be a {weeter death 
than dying for furviving widows, and 
perhaps for the benefit of future wives, 
as it is well known that the tender fex, 
at leaft when eternally filent, will raife 
more money than the other fex, 

Here again the intelleiual pleafures 
muft be highly ogee tgen one vial, 
more hermetically fealed, will be en- 
clofed the fufceptible female heart, that 
fluuered and ‘changed at every vow. 
Another preparation would exhibit the 
opacity t's once-rol!ing and lucid eye, 
and force upon refle&tion the changea-

UCH has been faid heretofore, in 
your excellent Mifcellany, re- 
fpecting the beft mode for deftroying or 
keeping off the S/ug.

I fufpeéted the Slag; bur, not 
finding any, 1 moved the earth round 
each plant, and, within half an inch of 
the furface, I found a dark-brown Grub 
lying clofe to the ftem; about fome 
1 found feveral. My kitchen garden 
fuffers equally, except my crops of peas, 
which perhaps are as fine as ever were 
feen, though’a neighbour’s are entirely 
cut off by the fame Grub. Laft year [ 
found great inconvenience from the 
Slugs, and was obliged to have them 
* It is now well-known, that fleth can be 


converted into Spermaceti, and confequently, 
compounded inwofoap. . ° 
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picked off the plants night and par 
font; cinder-duft, faw-duft, er fan 
being laid about them having little or no 
effe&:” This year, whén trenching up 
my ere I dug-in many loads of re- 
midtkably “fine drift-fand, which cers 
tainly helps the ground to work better, 
it be caiendlt cold ard wet, and 
clay within two feet of the furface, I 
thought, indéed, I fhould have been 
béwefited by the fand more ways than 
one; that the Slug and Grub would 
not have been tn fuch numbers as the 
latter particularly are, I have an idea 
of digging-in flacked lime another fea- 
fon, and fhall be much obliged to any 
of your correfpondents to inform me, 
whither he has by experience, or thinks 
ehiut it would have the defired effe&t, or 
what other meats he would advife me 
to ad6pt; for, were I not to keep turn- 
idg’up the earth round the flowers and 
vegetables very frequently, which you 
will think muft be attended with im- 
mienfe’ trouble, I believe my garden 
would very foon be a wate.

(plainly meant for Scadumnaniorum), 
Richard of Cirencefter has Damunonii, 
and I{ca Duxmomorum, though in his 
map it is Danmonii. General Roy, in’ 
his maps from Ptolemy and Richard, 
adheres to the received reading in th 

former, and the alteration in the latter; 
and he retains the name of Damaii in 
North Britain; a people thut up among 
lakes and mountains, That it was 
rightly fpelt with the m before the 2, 
the name of Damnonsium and Domno- 
nium, given in the middle ages, or sth. 
century, to the Northern part of Bre- 
tagne, after the Britons fled from the 
Saxon conquerors, as that of Cornouaille 
to another; is no light argument (Lo- 
bineau, Hift. de Brotagne, I. 5,6; ¢t 
autores ibi cit.)

OUR correfpoadent D. H. is cer- 
tainly right in both the points 

which he lias contefted comcerning the 
gateway at Coughton, dt will plainly 
appear from mv former letter, that I 
never myfelf allowed much credit to the 
report of its removal from Evetham, 
though many perfons in this neighbour- 
hood are ftill very confident of its truth, 
The paflage from Dugdale, which I 
had imperfe€lly quoted from memory, 
renders this doubtful affair fill more 
dubious. 1 had never perufed what that 
author fays farther relating tothe paint. 
ed windows ; and thus eafily fell into 
the error of concluding, that a work of 
fuch magnitude and (original) fplen- 
dour muft have been derived from the 
magnificent abbey-church. It will be 
difficult now, 1 believe, to afcertain the 
fubjeéts of thefe paintings, as the win~ 
dows have been much broken, and 
atched up by fubfequent reparations s, 
uc I perfeétly remember the execu- 
tion to be uncommonly good, and, ia 
fome inflances, in a great ftyle, there 
being abundance of large well-drawa. 
figures, with very eafy flowing dras 
peries in large and mefterly folds. I 
recollect alfo the word Stbylla over one 
of the figures in the Northern window. 
This does not feem well co apply to the 
even Sacraments, though pollibly 1 
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peral judgement); which latter is faid 
to have adorned the Eaff window of the 
chancel. On fome future fine day, I 
purpofe'to vifit the fpot once more, to 
afcertain, if poffible, thefe fubjeés;

Is it a new difcovery, Mr. Urban, or 
merely an o/d one accidentally hit upon 
and re-difcovered, that flraight lines, 
drawn at equal diflances, and not too 
wumerous, in any figure approaching to 
the fquare form, are, when added toge- 
ther, of greater extent, if drawn ob- 
liquely oe diagonally, than either tranf- 
werfely or lengthwife? It occurred to 
me that this muft be the cafe while 
planting a fmall border lately with 
early peafe ; and I determined after- 
ward to try the truth of the experiment 
by an exaét meafurement on paper. I 
accordingly fousd that oblique lines, 
drawn from one angle to about 1-4th of 
the oppofite fide, were the moft advan- 
tageous in a long fquare or parallelo- 
gram, but that the diagonal lines uni- 
verfally preferved this advantage longs 
eft; for, it is plain to common. fenfe, 
that all kinds of lines, inferibed within 
the fame figure, mufi decreafe in differ- 
ence of general extent proportionably as 
their number is increafed. This theory 
feems, therefore, applicable only to that 
kind of agriculture in which the dif- 
tance is confiderable between row and 
row or plant and plant, fuch as the 
otes of trees, hops, potatoes, poffi- 

ly even beans and peas; but to hold 
out very little advantage with refpeét to 
drilling corn, &c. On mentioning this 
Gifcovery (qu. whether really io or 
Rot ?) te an ingenious acquaintance, he 
fince favoured me with a very fatis- 
fa€tory demonftration of its truth;

Dr. GEDDES may now think 
proper to RING, according to his old 
cuftom in anfwering the Encyclical Let- 
ters, it is no difficult matter to trace his 
manafaétory, both by the quality and 
fathion of it.

he terms it, and that the crimes of 
Fratice have been occafioned by £ the 
perjury of a weak monarch, through 
the perfuafion of bigoted Romith 
riefis ;? which is as much as to fay 
oy the meek Marat and Manuel would 
never have tharpened their poniards, 
but for the leffons of Pere |’Enfant and 
Monf. Herbert, the royal preacher and 
direfor, both martyred on the 2d of 
September, and that it was our heroic 
Edgeworth who forced the unambitious 
Roberfpierre and Barrere to fend -their 
murdering engine, io bloody proceffion, 
round France, to mow down every head 
which does not bow before them, 

If the Doétor’s quondam noble patron 
is fatisfied of the fincerity and difinter- 
eftednefs of the compliments he pays 
him, and will accept of this incenfe in 
atonement for, the indignity he fele in 
being dragged, in fo difgraceful a man- 
ner, before the. publick, together with 
his noble relatives, in that edifying 
performance, The Norfolk Tale, 1 thall 
not objeét to it. 

In hike manner, if Dr. G— is plea- 
fed with the treatment he experienced m 
the halls and coffce-houfes of Oxford, 
atwelvemonth ba:k, I have no reafon 
to complain of ic. . It will, indeed, be 
readily believed; by every one who wit- 
nefled his converfation in the faid pla- 
ces, or his behaviour at the adjoining 
village of Marfden; that he did not 
expect to be graced with the academical 
honours of Oxford; but whether his 
remaining fatisfied with the title of 
LL. D. of Aberdeen proceeds from the 
preference he gives to the fuperior libe- 
rality of the latter Univerfity, or to 
other more obvious caules, I fhall be 
enabled to judge better, when [ am in- 
formed, what the peculiar merits were 
of this Roman Catholic Miflionary (for 
fuch he then was), which procured him 
the honours of the Prefbyterian Uni- 
verfity, and what kind of merit, in ge- 
pneral, is requifie for the attainment of 
thefe honouis. ‘All that I know on this 
head, at prefent, is, that a horfe can- 
not there be admitted to the degree of 
LL.D. The fa& is, the experiment 
was actually tried fome years ago, either 
there, or at one of the Silter- Univerfi- 
ties, which, according to the remark of 
Johnfon,are content toget rich by degrees:

In vain, however, did the ftranger al- 
lege the example of Caligula, who, as 
Suctonius informs’us, caufed his horfe 
to be proclaimed conful; in vain dd he 
even offer double fees for the’ defired 
purpofe ; for, the reprefentatives of the 
Univerfity felt the indignity of the pros 
pofal, and gravely informed him, that, 
though they were in the conftant prattice 
of making certain animals, which refem- 
ble horfes, Do€tors, they never confers 
red this honour upon horfes themfelves, 

Finally, it only makes me fmile 
when I hear that ‘no man is fo well 
qualified for tranflating the Scriptures 
as Dr. Geddes,’ and when I obferve 
that what is the real effeét of con- 
tempt he afcribes to the awe which his 
work infpires, ~ Whenever the received 
verfions thall appear to be in danger from 
that jumble of theologyandfree-thinking, 
that moiley patch- work of old and new 
threds, of homefpun and foreiga mate- 
rials, it will be time enough then to 
confer upon it the honour of a complete 
critical examination. In the mean 
time,, it is proper to remind the Tranf- 
lator, that, together with a thorough 
knowledge of the languages from which 
he tranflates, it is neceflary for him al- 
fo to pofiefs a delicate tafte and a nice 
difcrimination of that into which his 
verfion is made, fuch as rarely falls to 
their lot to whom the faid language is 
not native. Thus, when Dr. G—is 
difcovered to have fucceeded no better, 
fince he left the Highlands, in acquiring 
the idiom than the accent of this coun- 
try, when he is found to be unable to 
pen a fingle page ‘ without being barba- 
rous,’ (making ufe of foreign improper 
terms, fee Pro/peus, p. 127.), but is 
ever falling into the ‘ vice’ (that is to 
fay, the error, ibid. p. 131.) of Scoti- 
cfm, when he is ftill feen to be ata lofs 
to know which words and phrafes are 
obfolete or improper, and which are not 
fo, and is ‘even reduced to afk ‘ whe- 


ther after mo and neither he is to ufe or 


or not,’ he provokes the laugh of the 


people of this Country, and, like. , 


Theophraftus at Athens, expofes him- 
felf to che corre€tion of every old wo- 
man who, for fixpence a week, reads 
leétures on the Spelling-book in our 
Metropolis. 

Two only points am I difpofed (- 


rioufly to coateft with the Dottor : oa 
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firft of thefe is concerning thofe altera- 
tions in the Hierarchy and Church-dif- 
cipline which he pretends are calcula- 
ted ‘to refiore Chriftianity to its origi- 
nal purity,’ but which, I maintain, tend 
to reduce it to a mere fyftem of human 
polity. This queflion he knows has 
been difcufled, at fome length, in three 
feveral publications, on each fide, by a 
tiled Layman on one hand,. and by a 
Roman Catholic clergyman on the 
other, and that the latter is admitted, 
on all hands, to remain in full poffefi- 
on of the field of battle ; nor has the 
DoGior been able to affo:d any help 
towards difengaging the Baronet from 
that awkward fituation into which, it is 
thought, he firft led him. If the Doc- 
tor denies this, and pretends that there 
fill remain arguments in favour of that 
party, which was the firfi to take the 
field, and the firft to quit it, heis here- 
by called upon (and he well knows who 
throws him the gauntlet) fairly to pro~ 
duce them, in a proper fhape, provided 
they are drawn from the genuine four- 
ces of theology apd the canon law, and 
not to boaft, and pay unmeaning com- 
pliments to the faid party ina Review, 
or other fuch publication, in which there 
is no poflibility of meeting him. It is 
proper the publick fhould know that the 
controverly in queftion is the very fame 
which has been agitated, and from 
which fuch dreadful effeéts have pro- 
ceeded on the other fide of the water: 
that thole whom Dr. G— here calls bi- 
goted Papifis are acknowledged as bie- 
thren by thofe ornaments of Chriftiani- 
ty, the perfecuted part of the French 
clergy; whilft Dr. Ge, and thole, if 
any these are, who hold communion 
with him, are reduced to fhake hands 
with fuch men as Chabot and Govet, 
whofe high-founding profellions of re- 
forming the church have ended in abju- 
ring the Chriftian name, and in offering 
up incenfe to the Goddeis of Nature. 
If any of your readers wifhes for tar- 
ther fatisfaétion on this head, he is 
teferred to two works which you, 
Mr. Urban, noticed in your Review, 
one of which is entitled The Divine 
Light of Epifcopacy, the other Ecclef- 
ofical Democracy deteed; or, he 1s ad- 
yifed co confult with any of the exiled 
clergy of France, now {catered 
throughout this kingdom. 

The other point, on which I meet the 
DoGor ia front, with a flat denial, is, 
that I advifed hun ‘to ture fycophantr, 
te tooth p.¢jadics, and to encourage 





impofture, in order to derive advantage 
to himfelf, and to pick the pockets of 
his readers.” This*pretexe affords him 
an ample fubjeé& of calling for the coms 
pafion and the gencrofity of the pub- 
lick, in both parts of the letter under 
confideration, and in. that aderefied to 
the bifbop of Centuria.—But the publick 
will judge whether-the manife(t tenden« 
cy of what I have advanced in'the prea 
fent controverfy has been to induce 
Dr. Geddes to conceal his religious fens 
timents, or to avow them on alJ occafi- 
ons, to aéta‘double part, or to give up 
that game whiah he has been playing for 
fo many years, and by which I myfelf, 
among others, have been duped to ef 
poufe his caufe. It is true, the Doce 
tor having attacked = many opinions 
which he calls prejudices, but 
which I, and many others, confider as 
the groundwork of the religion, the 
peace, and the happinefs, of mankind, 
fuch as the infpiration of the Scriptures, 
the authority of ecclefiaftical fuperiors, 
the inviolability of fovercigns, and the 
refpe&t due to hereditary nobility; I 
reafoned with him on the folly of com 
plaining, as he does in his Addrefs to the 
Publick, that Roman Catholics do not 
encourage him, who think he is under+ 
mining their religion, and that many 
Proteftants difcountenance him, who 
believe he is fapping their conftitution 
both in church and flate; but never did 
1 advife him to facrifice his opinion, in 
order to draw money from the pockets 
of the pubsick s indeed, this very ca- 
lumny is evidently calculated for no 
other than the laft-mentioned purpofe, 
If I confider mytfelf, Mr. Usban, as 
not having quite mis-{pent my time and 
your ceader’s patience in this controvere 
fy, it isthat, having been led by your 
correfpondent Leicefrenas to point out. 
the inconfiliencies and tergiverfations of 
Dr. G— in matters of religion, | have 
fucceeded in my earneft with of making 
him drop the mafk, and of afluming a 
more certain fhape in the eyes of the 
publick. I believe no one, after the 
defence that 1s here fet up of the 
Dottor’s religious fentiments, will fup- 
pote that he even withes to be confider-

In return for this fervice, render- 
ed to thefe perfons and to the publick 
in general, Fam promifed the feverity of 
his lafbes. Thefe, indeed, I can bear, 
es [ have for fome time experienced : 
but I fear my patience would not be 
equal to the trial of meeting with his 
commendations.-I_ cannot conclude 
without obferving, that ir may be fome 
confolation to thofe who lament, in the 
death of Anacharfis Cloots, the lofs of 
the profeffed orator of all mankind, {a- 
erificed, alas! by the fraternizers of the 
human race, that they have, at leaft, 
remaining to them in Dr. G— the pro- 
fefled ‘ prieft of all mankind.? There 
can be no doubt, indeed, that the Doc- 
tor’s comprehenfive charity will lead 
him to facrifice for each fe&, in its re- 
fpeftive way, and, like his brethren in 
France, offer up whatever incenfe the 
exigence of times may require.

AN Oxford correfpondent, p. 119, 
calls for information concerning a 
perfon whofe merits weve as great, and 
have been as much overlooked, as ever 
was the fate of any member of the re- 
ublic of letters. The late Rev. Al- 
Sn Butler, though no D. D, as your 
correfpondent fuppofes, was indeed a 
odigy of literature, in aimoft all its 
ns. hg certainly, no man of the 
prefent century better merited, than he 
did, the epitaph of a certain learned 
Cardinal, gui /cibile difeutit omne. The 
famous Archibald Bower, who found in 
him one of his antagonifts, nick-named 
him in derifion the packborfe of litera- 
ture: but the celebrated Gibbon, who 
was not likely to be prejudiced in his 
favour, fpeaks of his works, in a note 
of his Roman Hifory, with the utmoft 
refpe&t, The principal of thefe, bis 
Liwes of the Fathers, Martyrs, &e. 
which your correfpondent confounds 
with the Britannia San@a, or Lives of 
Britith Saints, in two quarto volumes, 
publithed by the late learned and pious 
Dr. Chaloner, Vicar Apoftolic, and 
which has been tranflated into French 
by men of eminence in their country, 
the abbés Gotefeali and Mari, will be 
found to be an Encyc'opedia of Theo- 
logy, Criticifm, Church Hiftory, and 
geseral information. This Author’s 
attainments are more eafily accounted 
for, when it is known that his whole life 
was one courfe of the moft intenfe and 





wainterrupted fludy that human nature 
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is capable of. He read at table, when 
converfing with his friends, when walk- 
jog in the Areets of London, and even 
when riding on horfeback. It isacer- 
tain faét, that he was one day found by 
a farmer reading in the middle of a 
corn field, and fitting on his horfe, 
which had taken the advantage of its 
mafter’s abforption in his fiudies to 
fatisfy its own hunger. His piety was 
not inferior to his learning, as appears 
by the two pofthumous voiumes of his 
works lateiy publithed, and was well 
known to thofle, who, like the writer of 
this, have heard him preach ¢xtempore, 
for three hours ata time, in the moft 
fublime and affeéting, as well as con- 
neéted, ftrains of Chriflian oratory. He 
received his education in the Englith 
College of Douay, and was afterwards 
nominated, not at the expulfion of 
the Fefuits, as Dr. P. flates, but, upon 
the refignation of the Hon. T. Talbot, not 
by the Pope, but by the French King, to 
the prefidency of the coilege at St. O- 
mers, where he lived refpected by all 
the neighbouring bithops, by moft of 
whom he was appointed their grand vi- 
car, and where he died and was buried 
about ‘21 years ago, aged 63. Other 
particulars of this eminent man can be 
communicated either to Dr. P, or to 
the publick, by his nephew, who is an 
able Conveyancer in the: Metropolis, and 
occafionally, Mr. Urban, your corre- 
fpondent. 

You have noticed, Mr. Urban, in 
your Review for jaft month, the inter- 
efting and edifying work of the abbé 
Baruel, entitled, Hiftoire du Clergé pen- 
dant la Révolution Frangoife, together 
with an Englith Tranflation of the fame, 
as likewife an Abfra& of it, This 
work cannot fail of affording much fa-

then at Germany; and it has fince been

Tranflation of a French létter from the Rev. 
M. Linfolaz, grand vicar of Lyons, to a 
friend in Germany, written a few days 
before he fuffered death by the guillotine, 

_ My dear Friend, 

The city of Lyons has been one fcene of 
blood ever fince the difcontinvance of the 
fiege. Three thoufand perfons, of both fex- 
es, have fuffered death by the mufket, the 
cannon, or the guillotine, and it does not 
appear that thefe fcenes of horror will {oon 
end. Several others «re detained as prifon- 
ers until the end of the war, I have loft 
two relations and a great number of friends, 
both of the clergy and of the laity : and 1 
cannot bewail their fate ; fo ful y am I con- 
vinced that their death is no more thana 
paflage from a miferable exiftence to one of 
complete happinefs. Many of thefe fuffer- 
ers, efpecially from amongft the clergy and 
the women, certainly die in the caufe of reli- 
gion. When a prieft is apprehended, the 
ufual queftion is, Have you taken the oath ? 
If he anfwers, No; the immediate reply is, 
Die then. 1 he afferts that he has fworn, he 
is then queftioned, Will you renoune your 
pritihood ?—If he refufes compliance, death 
is the certain confequence. They indeed 
began with the Rey. Mr. Aurofe, by requi- 
ring him to give up his letters of ordination, 
though he had never taken any of their 
eaths ; he, of courfe, refufed compliance, 
and was conduéted to the guillotine. As to 
the women, the common addrefs to them is, 
Either renounce your fanaticifm, or we will 
bave your life. Uhey are generally firm, and, 
in confequence, are beheaded. Amongit 
thefe Chriftian heroines was the refpectable 
Madame Gaguiere :—but fhe is happy.—I 
¢annot give you an idea, nor can you form 
one, of the conftancy, the courage, and the 
tranquillity of foul, of thefe generous mar- 
tyrs, In no age has the Hiftory of the 
Church furnithea brighter models. Almott 
all thofe who fuffer here die Catholics, and 
publicly deglare that their caufe is that of 
their religion and of their king. At the foot 
of the {catfold they give each other the kifs 
of peace, and théy are feen to be refigned, 
chearful, and happy ; infomuch that a young 
man, who was to have fuffered, but was af- 
terwards reprieved, was heard to exclaim, 
fim Sorry that I am not permitted to follow my 
hiends, 
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Let us admire the gracious Providence of 
God, which is fuch, that there are ftill or- 
thodox priefts to be found in our prifons and 
hiding-places, who are ogcupied day and 
night in the difcharge of their facred funéti- 
ons. For my part, I am conftantly taken 
up with fending fpiritual powers to one per- 
fon or to another. Some clergyman or other 
is fure to offend the executioners, who by 
his prefence (fecretly) comforts and encou- 
rages our fufferers. The bounty of God is 
indeed very great to us.—You undonbtedly 
know that Moof, de Caftillon, one of the 
grand vicars of this diocefe, has paffed the 
fiery trial; the fame has befallen my friend 
De Luppé, Ripon, &c. I affure you, my 
dear friend, that, if 1 were now at the moft 
diftant part of the earth, judging from the 
fenfations which the {peétacles before my 
eyes excite, [ think I fhould return hither, 
for the advantages of my edification and {pi- 
ritualimprovement. With refpeét to myfelf, 
unworthy as [ am, [ have ftill a firm confi- 
dence in the prayers of my friends who are 
gone before, that 1 fhall attain to the fame 
happinefs. My comfort is, that the diocefe 
is now provided with fuperiors. Here then 
1 remain at my proper poft, taking all the 
precautions which prudence fuggefts, not to 
expofe myfelf to danger, which would be an 
aét of prefumption, but expecting every day 
to be apprehended ; a fate which, in the ef- 
timation of the religionifts of the prefent 
day, you know I richly merited ; and, if 1 
am feized upon, molt certainly, they will 
not leave me to rot in a prifon. O, my wor- 
thy frieud | that will be the day of my tri- 
umph, The Lord will be my ftrength and 
my fupport. I am not now anxious about 
any thing that paffes here upon earth :.God 
is the only objeét of my defires; pray to 
him that I may obtain the favour which { fo 
earneftly beg of him, 

A new kind of perfecution is on the point 
of breaking out. It is now determined that 
there fhall be no religious worfhip paid ex- 
cept to the Deity of Reafon, which would be 
downright idolatry. It is faid that the 
faithful are to be conftrainéd to join in thig 
worfhip. If this is the cafe, I, in quality of 
paftor, muft ipeak out, and of courfe my 
tate will be quickly decided, 

Adieu, my dear friend ; commend me ta 
the prayers of our worthy exiles, of which 
1 ftand in great need. If in the {pace of 4 
fortnight you do not hear from me again, 
pray to God for the repofe of your friend. 
If he is in Heaven, he will not forget you.

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his family. Permit me, through the 
channel of your very entertaining Mif- 
cellany, to inform your corre(pondent 
of the few particulars in that Judye’s 
hiflory which I have been able to col- 
fe&t. Robert Trefilian, whofe namé is 
fometimes written Trefylian and Trefu- 
lian, appears, to have been eleéled fel- 
low of Exeter college, in Oxford, about 
the year 1354. He was made kiny’s 
ferjeant in 1378; and May 6, in the 
fame year, a puifne judge in the Court 
of King’s Bench. In 1382, June 22, 
he was conflituted chief-jufiice of the 
Court of King’s Bench, and was fuc- 
ceeded in that office by Sir Walter de 
Clopton on the 31ft of January, 1388. 

By Sir William Pole’s Colleétions to- 
wards the defcription of Devonfhire it 
appears, that Sir Robert Trefiiian mar- 
ried Emmeline, the daughter of Sir Ri- 
chard Hiwis, whofe name is alfo writ- 
ten Hewith, alias: Huifh, firuared be- 
tween the towns of Grear, Torrington, 
and Hatherley, in the fame counry ; 
and that Emmeline, a daughter of this 
marriage, was the wife of John Haw- 
legh, altas Hawley, of Dartmouth, in 
Devonhhire. The widow of Sir Robert 
Trefilian was, after his death, married 
to Sir John Colfhull, whofe daughter 
and heirefs was married to Humphrey 
Arundell, who had iffue Humphrey 
Arundell, and- John Arundeil, Bithup 
ef Exeter. 

See Sir William Pole, pp. 88, 347, 
and 380. I have not been able to afcer- 
tain the birth- place of the Chief Juftice 
Trefilian; but circumftances induce me 
to fuppofe that he was born either in 
Cornwall or Devonfhire. 

AMICUS OXONIENSIS. 
A NaTURALIST’s RAMBLE IN THE 
NorTu. 
(Concluded from p. 113). 

FTER leaving Levens, the park, 
and river, we foon reached He- 
verfham. This village prefents the 
Malwa Sylvefris to the North country 
Naturaliit; a plant which he confiders 
as a botanical acquifition, We alfo 
picked up by the way the Bromus Ma- 
dritenfis, and the Convolvulus Arvenfs. 
Nothing more worth recording oc- 
curred until we came to the junéiion of 
the Bela with the Kenc on the Sands. 
Here the thermometer, placed in the 
frefh-water of the channel at eight in 
the evening, ftood at 60°, with which 
obfervation we clofed the labour and 
secreation of the day, intending to re- 
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new them early the next. . The amufe- 
ments of our walk were undoubtedly 
many, but it could not be calied fa. 
tiguing, as the length of it did not exe 
ceed eight miles. 

Auguft 2, In purfuance of our laf 
night’s refo'ution, we were on the fands 
foon after five in the morning. The 
day was fine, and we determined to fol- 
low the fhore 1m order to pick up what 


curiofities might happen to fail in our | 


way. But it foon appeared that our 
journey had not been well timed; for, 
the tides were neap, and the puils had 
cleared the deferted chanel of the 
greateft part of the marine animals that 
are found in it at the time of {pring- 
fl ods, P 

Thefe fands are fkirted on both fides. 
with c.lcareous rocks; thofe on the 
Eaft fide, which bound the fhore we 
examined, are frequently high and na- 
ked, and run in a zigzag line; their 
dire&tion is nearly from North to Sourk 
as far as Arnfide, bur afterwards it in- 
clines confiderab y to the Eaft, while 
the oppofite coaft continues in the for» 
mer courfe, or nearly fo: thus the width 
of the channel is gradually enlarged. 
The ftrata are for the moft part well 
formed; but the rocks are, in fome 
places South-eaft of Arnfide, compofed 
of mis-fhapen maffes, not at all ttrati- 
fied. This lofty bank of limeftone 
abounds with petrifaétions, principally 
of Lithophyta; but the petrified valves 
of a fpecies of Pinna are fomecimes 
found in it, as well asthofe of the Car- 
dium Edule and other bivalves. The 
joints of the firata are in fome places 
ftained with a red fubftance, proceeding 
from the blood-fione which they con- 


tain, This mineral contains much oxyd | 
of iron; its colour is redifh brown; its | 


fpecific gravity is 4.992; one furface is 
generally convex, the other is lefs, and 
concave; the fides are for the moft part 
marked with converging fibres, Ano- 
ther uncommon foflil is found here, the 
Stirium Marmoreum of Lionezus, or fi- 
brous limeftone ; its fpecific gravity is 
2.728; fire converts it into lime; it dif- 
folves in the vitriolic, marine, and ni- 
trous acids, and contains carbonic acid 
gafs. We heard that variety of the 
Motacilla Trochilus, called in Weftmor- 
land a Strawfmear, finging in a woody 
decliviry clofe to the beach, after the. 
fame bird had been filent for more than 
three weeks in the interior part of the 
country. ft weighs 63 dwts, The bill 
is ficnder, nearly equal; the. tongue

notched at the end; the noftrils oval; 
upper mandible, head, and back, of a 
moufe-colour tinged with vellow; a 
light yellow line between each eye'and 
the correfponding noftri! ; wings of the 
fame colour with the beck, except that 
the inner web of each quill is marked 
with a yellow margin; tail long, con- 
fifting of eleven equal feathers of the 
fame colour with the back ; under man- 
dible brownith; throat and breaft wh te 
with a deep tinge of yellow; belly 
white; thighs yellow; legs brownith ; 
nails moufe-coloured ; under-fide of the 
feet a deep yellow, as is the infide of 
the bill. It appears here after the mid~ 
die of April. Its fong confifts of a fuc- 
eeffion of diftin&t loud notes gradually 
decreafing in acutenefs. It frequents 
hedges, fhrubberies, and fuch-like 
places. It builds a neft of flraws lined 
with hair, refembling that of the white- 
throat, and lays generally five eggs of a 
dirty white colour, marked at the thicker 
end with numerous dark-brown oval 
fpots. The bird here defcribed can be 
no other than the Scotch warbler of the 
“ Britith Zoology ;” though the author 
denies it to be a feparate {pecies, in his 
“ Ar&ic Zoology,” on the authority of 
a Swedith correfpondent. We found 
the Cardium Fdule on the fands below 
Arnfide point; and the Fucus Filum, 
which is brought thither by the tide. 
The rocks are covered with the Mytilus 
Edulis, Turbo Littoreus, and Lepas Ba- 
lanoides; they are alfo clad with the 
Fucus Veficulofus and F. Canaliculatus. 
The Guils, which were here numerous, 
confifted of the three following fpecies, 
Larus Canzs, L. riditundus, and Win- 
ter-gull. Linnaus makes this a variety 
of the L. Cafus; and Berkenhout fup- 
pofes it to be the young of the fame; 
but one was domefticated in this coun- 
try, and kept in a garden for four years 
without changing its diftinguithing 
marks; it ought, therefore, to be confh- 
dered as a diftinét {pecies, 

The rare plants that grow in the falt 
ditches on the marth, the ftony beach, 


. and limeftone rocks, may be thus enu- 


merated : Apium Graveolens, A'riplex 
Littoralis, Cochlearia Danica, Triglochin 
Maritimum, Triticum Funceum, Plan- 
tago Coronapus, Atropa Beltadona, Che- 
lidonium Glaucium, Arenaria Tenuifolia, 
Polygonum > Aviculare marinum, Rofa 
Arvenfis, Crataegus Aria, Conyma Squar- 
rofa, Parietaria Officinalis. 

After following the beach about three 
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miles beyond Arnfide, we difcovered 
the Onifeus*......+..0%¢us among the 
loofe flones near low-water mark. This 
infe& has not yet found a place in the 
Britith catalogue. It runs quickly, in 
which it differs from the Onifeus Afel- 
dus as well as in the ftruéture of its tail. 
This was the end of our excurfion 5 
for we returned leaving the beach and 
keeping more on the fands, which were 
well inhabited by the Lumbricus Ma- 
rinus. We alfo picked up the Tellina 
Carnaria, Medufa Auriia, and the Al- 
cyonium Burfa. The furface of our road 
was rufficd here and there, fo as to re- 
femble the knap on frized cloth. This 
appearance is occafioned by a minute 
fhrimp, the Canas Linearjs, multitudes 
of which bore the fand perpendicularly, 
each forming for its own ufe a long nar- 
row ceil, It was well obferved by my 
friend at the time, that, if a portion of 
fand {fo perforated fhould happen to be 
converted into ftone, it would form a 
tubiporus every way like that in the 
neighbouring rocks, the flendernefs of 
its tubes excepted. The remark was 
ingenious, and perhaps not very incon. 
fitent with the operations of Nature; 
for, though the prucefs of petrifaétion 
is unknown, it is highly probable, nay 
almoft demonftrable, that the calcareous 
rata occupying a yaft extent of this 
country were originally loofe fand mix~ 
ed with marine bodies, juft as it appears 
to be at this day in the capaciovs chan 
ne} we have been exploring. The re- 
maining part of our route jay through 
places already defcribed; and the few 
new obfervations that occurred do not 
feem worthy of a place in this narrative, 
Yours, &c.

"QO Publicola, (p. 115.) an enume- 
ration of the preferments poffeffed 

by Dr. John Bridges may not be unac- 
ceptable, and it may bea clue to your 
correfpondent in tracing the defcendants 
of the Bithop, if any there were; for, 
jt does not appear from his epitaph that 
he was ever married.—A. 1565, Auguft 
30, he was collated by Bithop Horne to 
the third prebendal ftall in Winchefter 
cathedral ; and, as he occurs re€tor of 
Cheriton and of Crawley in Hants, 
and of Brightwell in Berks, three paro- 
chial benefices in the fame patronage, 
the prefumption is that he might be do- 
meftic chaplain tothat prelate. In Ja- 
puary 1577, Dr. B. was appointed dean 
of Salifbury, and confecrated bifhop of 
Oxford, 12. Feb. 1603. After a va- 
eancy of that fee for upwards of eleven 
years, upon this promotion there is the

following remark in Magn. Britan. An- 
tiq. & Nov. v. IV. p. 451 :—=* Perhaps 
to his lofs, as to the revenue, for he had 
three * rich parfonages; fo that it is 
probable he accepted this fee rather out 
of a defire of doing good in it as a go- 
vernor of the church than for any tem- 
poral advantage he could receive by it, 
And accordingly we may obferve he 
aéted, for he took much pains, though it 
proved to little purpofe, to recover the 
rights and privileges of the church, 
which had been much violated, and 
briag his diocefe under due regulation, 
He was a Jearned man, for the time he 
lived in, and wrote feveral books, of 
which there is a catalogue in the ac- 
count of the Bodleian or Oxford Li- 
brary.” There is in Sion College Li« 
brary a book thus ertitled:—** A De- 
fence of the Government eftablithed in 
the Church of England, againit Cal- 
viny Beza, and others, by John Bridges, 
Dean of Sarum, 4te Lond. 1587.:°— 
and [ am aptto believe that fome of his 
writings may be noticed in Cafley’s ca- 
talogue of royal Mff. p. 36. . Publico- 
la isdoubtleis aware that, in the dedica- 
tion, prefaces, aod introduétions, of 
books, incidents of the lives of the au- 
thors, with references to their families 
and friends, are often to be difcovered ; 
and, as Bifhop Bridges was unqueftion- 
ably a fellow of Pembroke-Hall, Came 
bridge, itis likely there may be, in the 
Archives of the College, an entry of 
his parentage, and of the county, if not 
of the parith, where he was born. 

In p. 160, there is an anfwer to the 
enquiry of Veritas after the author of 
‘The Whole Duty of Man.” Per- 
haps, your corre(pondent may not be 
aware of the late Dr. $, Johnfon’s ha- 
ving afligned different reafons, one of 
which le conceived would be very fuf- 
ficient, why the author of foexcellenta 
buok thould conceal himfelf. They are 
meationed by Mr. Bofwell in the Life 
of his Friend, vol, If. p, 98. 8° edit. 
and being in few words a copy is tranf- 
mitted, 

“ He may have been a clergyman, and 
may have thought that his religious counfels 
would have lefs weight, when known to 
come from a man whofe profeffion was the- 
ology. He may have been a man whofe 
practice was not fuitable to his principles, fo

Dr. Penifion Booth, p. 219, fucceed- 
ed to the deanry of Windior, on the 
death of Dr. George Verney, baron 
Willoughby of Broke; and was in- 
fialiedin April 1729, and vacated a ca- 
nonry, to which he was nominated in 
May, 1722. He was a fellow of Mag- 
dalen college, Cambridge; D D. April 
25, 1628, by mandate from the king, 
to whom he was chaplain ; was admit- 
ted to the prebend of Welton Bekal in 
Lincoln cathedral, May 21, 1719; and 
was alfo reGlor of Potter Hanworth, in 
that county, 

Dr. Francis Webber, dean of Here- 
for. died Sept. 6, 1771, aged 65; and, 
in November, Dr. Wetherell was. ap- 
pointed in his room. 

Another inftance of John- 
fon’s imputing, in dire& terms, jo Po- 
ets a laxity of seligious principles, is 
mentioned by Mr. Bofwell in Lite of J

It may be faid of 
it, indeed, that its boundary towards 
the left is compofed of a continued 
chain of mountains. lofty, precipitous, 
and dufky ; high above all which, and 
moft happily varving the level of their 
line, Ben-lomond heaves his huge cone 
confpicvous ; whilft, upon the right, a 
range of hifls, {carce inferior in altitude, 
but differing in charaéter and features, 
lefs fieep, lefs uniform, of gayer and 
more chearful colouring, craggy towards 
their tops, more broken into parts by 
intervening dips and hollows, fringed 
with wood, and fertilized by cultiva- 
tion, inclofe an expanfe of water of 
feven Jeagues at leaf in length, and 
nearly three in breadth, refle&ting borh 
its borders, with all their curvatures, 
projeflions, snd impending obj-éts, 
and fprinkled with feveral green and 
tufted ifles, which imagination, eleva- 
ted to enthufiafm by the fublimity of 
the furrounding fcenery, might readily 
decorate with romantic yroves ang gar- 
dens, and appropriate to the occafional 
refidence of fome ideal race of beings. 
All this may be faid, and more, with 
truth ; but whofoever fhali have iaid it, 
fo far from having conveyed to others 
an exaggerated idea of the fubject, will 
not even have reached his own, or been 
able ro fatisfy himfelf, * Journeying 
along the road which fkirts the Weftern 
border of the loch, and loitering to leok 
back frequently upon that maiked out- 
let from the Highlands by which we 
had juft defcended, or to pratfy our 
fight with fcenes new at each advance, 
and changing with every change of fi- 
tuation, we made halt at Lu!sto lieak- 
fat; the Grawpian chief Bet-lomond 
frowning all the while majeftically over 
us from his oppofire and exalted thione, 

Winding round the boirum oF une 
loch, in turning Eaftwards to Dumbar- 
ton, we pafied, upon a charming Ypor, 
a handiome column erecting at thet 
time on the Camciun eftate to the me- 
mory of Dr. Simoliett, a relative of that 
family arc a nati: e of this delicious dif- 
riét. “Dumbarton is the firft town of 
any pote occurring tothe travellerin co- 
ming fromthe Hiyhlands.a circumftance, 
innginconfiderable degree, advantagenys 
to its appearance, Its fituation isouaparn 
well-cultivated and productive. On tie 
Wek, itis waied by the siver Levin, in 
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its way towards the Firth of Clyde, into 
which i difembogues the fuperfluous wa- 
ters of Loch. lomond. Acrofs this {tream 
a bridge of flone had then been lately 
built, handfome in its appearance, and 
affording a commodious entrance to the 
town, acceffible on this fide, hitherto, if 
I recolle& aright, only by a ferry. 

Southward from Dumbarton, end 
upon the margin of the Firth, flarts up 
abruptly on a marthy flata rock of a fine 
gular fhape and confiderable elevation, 
forked towardsthe top, and exhibiting on 
be th its points, as well as on fome of its 
inferior parts, confiderable veflipes of 
ancient fortification. It muft from its 
very fituation have been formerly al- 
molt impregnable ; and, whilft the are 
of war was yet but imperfeétly under- 
ftood, one admires the {piric of the gale 
lant Crawford, who in the vear 1671 
attempted, amd with fuccefs, to gain 
pofleflion of this fortrefs. 

The way from Dumbarton towards 
Glafgow rons through a level trad of 
country, wearing all along a pleafing 
and a polifhed countenance, well-tilled, 
fertile, adorned with handfome houfes, 
and, in fhort, difplaying every where a 
fiiking contraft to the regions we had 
latety traverfed, 

On the right, and near the Clyde, 
are the ruins of a calfie denowimated 
from the ancient, and once powerfu', 
family of Douglas. In the:r refpec- 
tive order may be alfo feen Port Glafgow, 
Paifley, and the Langfde hills ; from 
which laft, after her efcape from the 
caftle of Loch-leven, the lucklefs Ma- 
rv, watching with anxious eagernefs the 
movements of her troops, engaged in 
thefe neiyhbourhoods wirh the forces 
of the regent Murray, had the mortin- 
cation to witnels their entire rout; 
when, throwing berfelf again into her 
faddie, the fied, without a Rtop, as far 
as'the abbey of Dundrenan, diflant at 
Jeati rwenty leagues towards the South; 
where, under the joint impreffion of fa- 
tigue, rerver, difappointment, and de- 
tpair, fhe took the fatal refolution of 
withdrawing into England, on the faith 
of chofe, invitations, and «flurances of 
friendthip, from her royal kinfwomar, 
which were fuljlled in her wnpsifon- 
ment and death !

Hobart prefented the report of the Com- 
mittee of fupply ; and on the quettion 
being put relative to the number of land 
forces to be employed, 

Mr: Fox oble:veds that in the ftaff 
eftimate he was unable to difcover 
where he could find the a¢count of that 
vader the Earl of Moira, or that ap- 
peinted in Foulon. 

Mr. Steele veplied, that the Staff of 
the Earl of Moira was included in the 
general eflimate; that of Toulon, co- 
ming inio a broken quarter, could not 
yet be made up, but would appear un- 
der the extraordinaries of the army. 

Major Maitland sext renewed all his 
former obfervations, to which he 
thoughre a fufficient anfwer had not been 
giten.

The only thing worthy of remaik in

In the Commons the fame day, the 
Houle retuived itfelf into » Commitee 
ot Ways and Means; and, Mv. Aohart 
having taken the chair, the Chancellor 
Of the Exchequer said befoie the Com- 
mittee the drfievent articles of national 
expenditure for the cusent years a 
contigcravle part of which, he oblerved, 
hed been incuried on account of the 
critical fituation im which the pation 
had been placed. The article which 
hed been generally brought forward 
firft was what related to the expences 
of the navy ; of which be would ob- 
ferve, that the number of 85,000 fea- 
men bad been voted for rhe prefene 
year; a number, which, ia the fecond 
year of the war, was confiderably be- 
youd former precedent; and of which 
near 76,coo were adtually mufiered, and 
between 50 and 60,000 of the num- 
ber had been raifed in the courte of the 
lait year. The expences ielarive to the 
f-amen, &c. he flated to be 4,420. 0001. 
the ordinary expences of the navy 
55%,coo!. and the extraordinary exe 
pences of the fame 547,0001. which 
confiituted the toral expence of this ef- 
tablifhment to be ¢.525,cool, but which 
fum was to be confisered as exclufive of 
the debrincurred taft year, on account 
ct the rapid incresie of our marine 
force. The next point in the fupply, 
which came to be conlidered, was the 
military force of the nation; and, with 


reipect to this, be obferved that the 


fanre exertion for rendésing it reipedt- 
able had been manilchied gs in the 
foregoing fervice; this efiabliiament, as 
the exigences of the natioval fituavon 
regutied it, was extenfive, andthe means 
t.ken in the Jatt year torender it fo were 
Viycrous beyond any former example; 
as by means of the recruitivy fervice 
upwards of 30,900 Britith troops were 

added 
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added to the army, which, including 
the Jately-raifed Fencible regiments, 
and the national militia, conitituted 
a force of near 140,000 men; to 
which might be added between 30 
and 40.000 foreign troops in Britith pay. 


The expences of the former, or Britith, 


divifion of the army, were 4,362,813]. 
the coft of foreign troops, 1,169,000!. 
and the exrraordinarics of the army 
about 808.0001. making the total of 
6,340. 0col. for this branch of the public 
fervice. The ordnance cime next to be 
confidered, which was increa(ed in num- 
ber to near’ 6000 artillery-men, by 
which the expences of the department 
were increafed as follows: in the ordi- 
nary, 324,6731.; the extraordinary ex- 
pences, 377,162!.: and, in that parti- 
cular part of it conneéted with the fea- 
fervice, 643,2711.; by which the total 
expenditure would barely exceed the 
jum of 1.345,0001.; fo that the aggre- 
gate number of the national forces a- 
‘ mounted to at leaft 250,000 men. The 
entire expences, therefore, of the army 
and navy would be foynd, on enume- 
rating the foregoing fums, to amount to 
13 210,000!. To thefe were to be added 
feveral cuftomary expences, amounting 


jn the whole to about the Le 
fum of 19,940,000 
which, deduting the ways 

and means 8,947,000 
left a difference to be provi- —-——— 
ded for of 10,993,003 


To provide for thefe exigences, he 
propofed that an additivnal tax fhould 
be jaid on Britith fpirits of 1d. per gal- 
lon; which, in his calculation, formed 
on a conjeurol eftimate, as were all 
the following, wouid produce 107,000l. 
per annum; sn additional duty of 10d, 
per gallon on brandy, ditto on rum 8d. 
per yallon, which, together, he calcu- 
lated would amount to 136,e00! —ditto 
on bricks and tiles 1s. 6d. per thouland, 
which would be 70.0001 —on flates 
carried coaftwife 105. per ton—on fione 
ditto at 28.

The duties of excife 
on paper, pafteboard, mullboard, {cale- 
board, and glazed paper, to ceale;— 
aid. per pound excile duty upon paper 
vied tor writing, drawing, and print- 
ing; 1d. per pound upon coloured and 
whied-brown paper (except eiephanc 
and cartridge); 2d. per pound for 
Wrapping paper; 2gd. per pound upon 
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every other paper (except fheathing and 
button paper); 10s. 6d. per cwr. upon 
pafteboard, millboard, fealeboard, and 
giazed paper, to ceafe. A drawback to 
be allowed on exportation. That the 
duties of cufloms on the above alfo 
fhould ceafe. od. per pound on No, 
1 imported—2d. per pound on No, 2 
imported—6d. per pound upon all other 
paper imported—20s, per cwt. upon 
pafteboards, &c. imported, which would 
amount to 63,o00l. Laftly, it was 
propofed to lay an additional tax on 
attorneys. He propofed that a tax of 
1001, fhould be impofed on every in- 
denture of clerks of attorneys; and 
thac thofe who were now clerks fhould 
pay tool. when they were admitted; 
this tax, it was fuppofed, would pro- 
duce 25,0001. All thofe articles pur 
together amounted to 911,0001, Draw- 
ing towards a conclufion, he recapitu~ 
lated his entire ftatement, and pointed 
out the flight burdens impofed on the 
publick in confequence of the neceflary 
exertions made to oppofe an enemy, in 
a conteit, in which mot only the inde-~ 
pendence and exiftence of the nation, 
but every thing dear to man in civilized 
fociety, was involved. He then moved 
a refolution relative to the granting of 
the loan to his Majetty; and the quef- 
tion being put, = 

Mr. Fox thanked the Right Hon. 
Gentleman for his very candid and 
confpicuous manner of ftating the Hnan- 
cial concerns of the country upon fo 
important an occafion, He concurred 
with him in the far greater part of his 
affertions, and was happy to fay, that 
he approved of the bargain concluded 
for the loan. 

The queftion was then put and car- 
ried.

In the Commons, rhe fame day, Mr, 
Grey vole, in confo.miry to the notice 
he bad piven, to bring forward a mo- 
tion, which, mm hes conception, had 
eonteghesces attached ta it highly 1tMh- 
portancto the Lrberty and Conftirunoa 
of this county. OF the poicy or €r- 
pedicuce’.of employing foreign troops 
within this realm, under given ciscum- 
fiances, he declined cxpreffing any opis 
mon whatever; but contended that, 
Wherwer that meaure was right or 
wrong, was highly uncenthrational te 
adopt i: without the p evious confent of 
Porhament. Lf the King has a right, 
by his prerogative, to employ foreign 
troops within the kingdom without the 
cooient of Parliamect, his fubjedts thould 
at leait be acquamied with his autho- 
rity; and, if be had no fich right, but 
the urgeai clrcumflances of the moment 
render fuch a meafuce effencial to the 
defence of thekingdom, it is neceffary 
to afcertain that fact, as a gftound for 
an att of indemarty to Minifiers. After 
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quoting a number of precedents, from 
the year 1698 down to 1775, a8 perti« 
nent to the queftion now agitated, he 
thus proceeded : 

To come to a period when our Con- 
ftitution was moft clearly afce tained, 
he wou'd call the attention of the Houfe 
direfily to the wra of the Revolution: 
by the Bil! of Rights then enafled, 
keeping a ftanding army in time of 
peace, withour the confent of Parlia- 
ment, is exprefs y dect red legal. The 
Bill of Rights was limited in its expref- 
fens to an army awitbin the realm; 
which poinred out a very ftrong difiine- 
tion berween an army <mpioyed in the 
country, and in its colonies or depen. 
dences abroad, The Minifter had tn- 
timated, that fuch previous affent of 
Parliament was only neerflary when his 
Majefly meant to quarter and billet the 
troops. If fo, from the prefent exten- 
fion of barracks, the refivaine would be 
rotally evaded, and the conirutional 
importance of the queftien increafed. 
The Miniter, he faid, feemed to pre- 
fer de(potifm to anarchy, He gave pre- 
ference to neither, but beheid them with 
equal abhorrence, and hoped never to 
find thelrer from one extreme in the 
other, Or France, he thoughe chat the 
groaned under the moft furious try:anny;

reffed, is the.mildefi and fafeft courfe 

to himfelf and his country —felf- banith- 
ment to what he may confider as a more 
sg pr foil, The hope of a fettlement 
his shree fons there feems a principal 
inducement to him. How far America 
may be glad co receive {uch emigrants is 
mot perhaps for us to determine. Thus 
much, however, we will vengure to pre- 
diét: that the peace and happinels of 
America depend fo entirely on the life 
of Wathington, that, in the uncertain 
ftate of fublunary things, it is flaking a 
great deal’ when a man quits the old 
world for the new.

. He then obferves, ** We are in pof- 


. feflion of ail the firong holds once occu- 


pied by our adverlaries. They are 
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driven from their fortreffes, to which 
they principally trufted for defonce, and 
rendered incapable of making any far- 
ther effeétial refiftance.” This figu- 
rative paflage (co adopt the fame flyley 
appears to be defignedly enveloped in 
mift, that Mr. K. may play his fleight 
of hand with lefs danger of deteétion, 
Who are meant by adverfaries? Thofe 
of the Church Eftablithment ? They fole 
low the opinions of thofe glorious Re- 
formers who difmantled the ftrong holds 
occupied by their Papal opponents ; 
and, by the /pread' (to ufe a favourite 
Unitarian phrafe) of the facted writings, 
manifefied: the falfity or futiliry of thofe 
doftrines through which they claimed 
dominion over the church of Chiift. 
And yet, if they are not alluded to, it 
is difficult to fay over whom Mr, K, 
congratulates his party fortheir fuppofed 
viétory. He farther “ie, sand 

‘* We polfefs another advantage over our 
predeceffors in this caufe, which, as it wil 
greatly facilitate the reception of the trath,’ 
deferves to be feparately mentioned. If the 
do&trine of the humanity of Chrift be the 
doGtrine of the New. Teftamenr, it muft 
have been the opinion of all thofe who’ 
were inftructed by the spoftles cand firft 
teachers of Chriftianity. And, as a large: 
body of the people do not change their opie 
nions at once, nor without making fome 
oppofition, we might expeé to find fome, 
traces of the original do¢trine in early ages, 
and fome evidence of the oppofition made 
to thofe who were attempting to introduce 
novelties. Agreeably to this expeation, it 
has been lately difccvered by a‘ difinguifhed 
individual, to whofe indefatigable refearches 
after truth, both in the natural and moral 
world, we are greatly indebted, that the 
Chriftians of the firft ages after Chrift were 
Unitarians in fentiment, and that it wasa 
long time before the common people or un- 
learned Chriftians could be induced to res 
ceive a do&trine bearing any refemblance to 
the modern notion of the Trinity,” 

The falfchood of this aflertion can only 
be equalled by its audacity. It is uni+ 
verlally allowed by thelearned, that Dr. 
Prieftley has been repeatedly confuted in 
the controverfy here alluded to, conviét- 
ed of erroneous quotations and grofs 
mifreprefeniations. Itis difficult to con- 
ceive how a real friend of his could with 
to revive any controverfy concerning it. 
Mr. K. howe-er, in this inflance, does 
apt deviate trom the Doétor’s example, 
who has long been in the habit of finging 
Te Deum for a viétory after having loft 
the baitie, 

_ The text on which our author ereéts 
his battery againftthe Eftablithed Church 
is 
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is taken from. Matthew xiii. 33, “‘ The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven, 
which a woman took and hid in three 
meafures of meal till the whole was 
leavened.” This Mr. K. confiders as 
prophetic of that great event, which has 
pot yet been accomplifhed, the univer- 
fal prevalence of the Chriflian religion, 
or, what according to his ideas is the 
fame, the univerfal prevalence of Uni- 
tarienifm. To further this defired event, 
he difplays no common ardour. “ We 
are not,” he cries, * to confider ourfelves 
in circumfances of defpondency, but, on 
the contrary, we are arrived at a grand 
period, for which Providence bas been 
preparing the world for feveral centuries, 
when the doétrines of the unity of God 
and the humanity of Chrift have been 
freed, not only from the pee corrup- 
tions of the dark ages of Popery, but 
likewife from the Fes obvious errors 
which were retained by the moft en- 
lightened of the Reformers; when thele 
doétrines have been reconciled to the 
language of Scripture and the principles 
of reafon ; when a few men are fo fully 
convinced of their truth and importance, 
that they have courage to profeis them 
openly; and, when mankind are alarmed 
at the progrefs which thefe fentiments 
are making, we appear to be come to a 
new zra inthe Chriflian church, the 
commencement of a reformation, as re- 
markable and important as the reforma- 
tion from Popery, and which will io the 
courfe of time eclipfe the glory of that 
event.” He proceeds to thew, that the 
prediéted accomplithers of that prophe- 
cy, compared to whom the Reformers 
were but as *‘ the dawn of day to the 
meridian light,” are no others than Mr, 
K. and Co. He accordingly blows the 
trumpet in Zion with peculiar energy 
and vigour, and thus exhorts his alfo- 
ciate to this moft glorious undertaking : 
«+ Let every one hatten to apply his hand 
to fo important a work, and endeavour 
to fhare in the honour which will arife 
from it.’ But,” continues he, after 
fome farther exhortations, “ there are 
more important confiderations to ftimu- 
late our endeavours than the hope of 
honour. We are called upon to refcue 
mankind from errors which are highly 
injurious to the improvement or comfort 
of thofe whe embrace them, and which, 
if they continue to be retained by Chrif- 
tians, Will fink their religion tro yni- 
werfalcontempt amoag mn of know- 
Tedge and refiefion. We are required, 
by picienting to men a rajf.onal jjjem 
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of Chrifiianity, to op the rapid proprefé 
of infidelity, which, if " Semenemand 
and permanent, would be the yreateft 
calamity that could befal mankind,” 
lf qwe be friends to the welfare of the 
human race, if awe be afluated by ge: 
nuine benevolence, ave thall engage 
with zeal in fo important and ufeful a 
fervice, 

By this we are to.underftand that thote 
who are half believers in the commonly- 
received do€trines of Chriflianity are the 
moft likely perfons to convert infidels ; 
that thofe who deny fome of its mott 
effential tenets are beft qualified to the}- 
ter it from their derifion; and that the 
beft friends to mankind are thofe who 
endeavour to foment religious contefts ! 
But confiftency is not to be expeéted in 
asus who adopt any arguments, 

owever diffonant in their nature, to 


fhake our Eftablifhment in Church or 


State *, 

Mr. K. remarks, 

** No inconfiderable fymptoms have late~ 
ly appeared of a difpofition to employ force to 
fupprefs the principles we profefs, whicia is 
an evident proof of the fears entertained of 
their progrefs, and affords a ftrong pre- 
fumption that they will be move widely ex- 
tended. By the inadequate redrefs given to 
thofe of this way of thinking (the Unita- 
rians) who fuffered from the outrages com- 
mitted by the populace, and a backward- 
nefs to punith the offende:s, or to cenfure 
thofe who countenanced them, a ftrong in- 
Clination h.s manife%ed itfelf to deny them 
the protection of the laws +.”

* A memorable inftance occurred in Dr, 
Prieftley’s letter addrefied to Mr. Pitt. Ia 
one page he urges the expediency of the re- 
peal of the Teft-aét, on account of its being 
burthenfome to a fet of people whofe num- 
ber and well-known pacific difpofitions 
could give no caufe of apprehenfion to Go- 
vernment. {in another, he infifts on the 
impropricty of rejeéting their petition from 
the impolicy of difobliging fo formidable a 
body,—that they would knock at the door 
fy long, till it fhould he opened ! 

+ The riot at Birmiogham has been 
greedily caught at, and repeatedly brought 
forward, as an inftance of unmerited per- 
fecution. We pretend not to vindicate it. 
Yet we may.veuiure to fay, that it was fup-: 
prefice by the fervants of that government 
which too many of the Diffenters there had 
been infidioufly undermining or openly vir 
lifying ;—and that fome cavfe had been 
given for thofe tumults by the inflammatory 
hand-bills fecretly difperied juft before their 
breaking out.

people. But would a rational man (a 
felf-ftyled rational Chriflian may be a 
different fpecies of being), if he confi- 
dered perfecution a hardthip, exprefs fuch 
fentiments as Mr. K. here avows? Jack 
of old, we well know, ‘ defired one 
pcighbour to give him a box on the ear, 
another a good flap in the chaps, or a 
kick on the backfide, for the love of 
God, that he might fwell his fancy, and 
give terrible accounts of what he had 
undergone for the public good}.” Mr. 
K. likewife confolcs himfelf with the 
ptofpeét of being perfecuted, in order, 
we fuppofe, to affect his neighbours 
with the terrible account. He even 
difeovers fome fymptoms of perfecution 
himfelf; for, not content to preach and 
publith what he pleafes in favour of 
Unitarianifm, he does not feem willing 
to allow the fame privileges to others, 
but calls on his brethren to_affail and 
overthrow the religious tenets of the 
Eftablithed Church. He exhorts his 
“courageous and adtive affociates to ba- 
nifh from the earthall error and fuperfti- 
tion.” This, in our opinion, tends ra- 
ther to cruelty and intolerance towards 
the Trinitarians; the far greater part 
of whom, it is no compliment to fay, 
are at leaft as firmly fixed in their re- 
ligious fentiments as Dr. Prieftley, or 
any of his difciples, have fhewn them- 
felves to be in theirs. Content with the 
privileges they enjoy, they are too can- 
did and liberal to mole others who 
differ from them in religious opinions. 
Whatever predile€tion their opponents 
may difover for violent meafures, they 
are not to bedefied intothem. What- 
ever favourable figns Mr. K. thinks he 
difcovers of impending ftorms and tem- 
pefts, we truft they are entirely falla- 
cious, and that he will long wifh and 
figh in vain for the benefit of an adlive 
perfecution, Our Governors are too 
lenient and too wife to perfecute for fpe- 
culative notions, and to make fanatics 
martyrs. 

Mr. K. after lamenting the downfal 
of Socinianifm, from the abfuiduies of 
its d: &rine, its founder having advanced 
Jefus Cirift, whom he had leveled to_a 
Man on earth, to the rank of a God in 
heaven, and an objeé of religious wor- 
thip, thinks he can eftablith Sucinianifm 
on a better foundation by degrading our 
Saviour both in earth and in heaven,

and giving him no other influence, after 
his removal to glory, than his doétrine 
gave him.

63. Letters ona Tour through various Parts of 
Scotland, in the Year 1792. By J. Let- 
tice, B. D. 

AFTER fo many tours, journeys, &c. 
through Scotiand, in the courfe of the 
laft twenty-five vears. Mr L_ thinks it 
necelfary to apologize for adding to them, 
by oblerving that fome are too expen- 
five, and the Jatef does not inc.ude 
many circumftences of impiovement aod 
pro‘perity in that country, which occur- 
red to him in 1792. He propofed to 
have inferted, epifudically, lives of G. 
Buchanan, Florence Wilfon, bithop 
Eiphinftone, Henry Scrimegeor, Lord 
Napier of Mare'viaon (whofe life we 
review d, LXI'L. p. 637), Bonaven- 
tura Hepburn, John Knox, and one, of 
much lvter dace, which he refe; ves with 
others for a fceond volume, for which 
he colleéts materials, and offers to un- 
dertake another journey into North Bri- 
tain io order to avail himfelf of the pro- 
per fources of much valuable affiftance, 
Mr. L. was folicitous to catch the great 
charaéteriftic features as he paffid along 
berween one great town and acother, as 
wetl.as co deferibe particu'ar {cene.; to 
prefeat the readers with the general af- 
p-& of the country as it appeared on 
cach day’s ride; and make the reader 
his companion. He thas very properly 
avoided ‘* quoting verfes, and other pale 
fages of ditferent kinds, and in different 
languages, without naming the authors” 
(with which praftice we have been furs 
feited), and he has thrown his quota- 
tions from Latina writers into nots

leafes, perhaps of 99 years; a valuable 
confideration is advanced by the tenant 
when the engagement commences, and 
a fmall annual quit-rent only is exacted 
during the whole courfe of the term; 
a fpecies of occupation {6 nearly ap 
proaching to proprietary gives warm en- 
couragement to indufiry and exertion, 
and thereby Jays the beft foundation of 
a regular and enlightened fyfiem of 
agriculture, and, in the end, of a long 
train of commercial advantages, fure to 
be communicated to every commercial 
fociety. The Duke of Buccleugh has 
diftinguifhed himfelf on this plan; but 
other great landloids have portioned out 
their fields on too large a fcale, and a 
fhorier term, p. 40. The lead-miners 
on Crawford moor have a circulating 
library at the village adjoining, and ma- 
ny of them are faid to be intellipyent and 
well-informed ; but, it being Sunday 
when Mr. L. was there, he did not dif- 
turb them, p. 44. Mr. L. enlarges 
with rapcure on a half-length portrait of 
Mary queen of Scots, whieh he faw at 
the Great Chartrenfe in Dauphiné, 
p52. He was difappuinred at the dif- 
tant view of Glalgow, but noc fo on a 
nearer epprosch. Among the curio- 
fities of the Univerfity are the Koman in- 
{criptions vom the wallof Antoninus, and 
many from the grand juntion of the 
Forth and Clyde. A fmall book of en- 
grevi gs bas been made from them, in 
which the figure of each is reprefented 
with its infeription, p. 64. He was 
fhewn a medailion of Dr. Reid, well 
executed in the ftvle of Ronan profiles 
en ancient medals. On the Dotior’s 
difagreement with Locke on the fubjett 
of innate ideas, the reader will recolleét 
Dr. Pricftiey’s acrimonious ®tack Woon 
the Scottith metaphyficians in defend- 
ing this do€ivine of ‘Locke, which, in- 
sced, Engtith philofuphers have. long 
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been accuftomed to confider as the cor 
ner-ftore of all juft and rational know- 
ledge of ourfelves, > 66. The cathe- 
dra! of Glafgow ufed to be the only 
Gorhic church remaining entire in Scot- 
land. It is divided into two churches, 
crowded with pews, and even the vaults 
are converted into a third. The ruins 
of the epifcopal palace are applied to 
build a general hofpital. The new 
town, which is coeval almoft withthe 
Union, has in rage of building outrun 
the jncreafe of inhabitants, which are 
computed at 60,000, p. 71. Mr. L. 
conceives a very favourable opinion of 
the condué and manners of the Scotch 
people in general, which, “ wherever 
deviating from regularity, announce 
much more the national prevalence of 
paffion, and the progrefs and effeés of 
national profperitv, than a common per- 
veifion of religious principle,’’ p. 76. 
The river Clyde and its navigation have 
been very much improved of late, and a 
new bridge of 7 arches, having inftead 
of baluftrades §9 holes like pidgeon- 
holes in the parapet walls, was built 
by fubfeription, and coft 19,00c0l. The 
** wafhery” of Glafgow contains with» 
in its enclofure fome hundred females, 
all in the bufy aét of rubbing, fcrubbing, 
{couring, dipping, and wringing, all 
forts of linen clothes, accompanied by a 
loudnefs, volubility, and confufion of 
tongue:, which {corned to wait for each 
other’s motions for the trifling canve~ 
nience of being underftood. Thefe la- 
dies, from their continual habits of bo- 
dily a&tivity and unreftrained exercife of 
the underflanding in their common con- 
verfation, acquire a vigour of body and 
freedom of {pirit which fometimes ren 
cez them ex:remely formidable. “* They 
once refcued from the beadles a culpric 
going to be publicly whipped,” p. 84. 
The inbabisants of Glafgow have fo li- 
tle propenfity to picafure or amufement, 
that their public walks are uofrequent- 
ed, and their playhoufe and dancing af- 
femblics are not much lefs fo, p. 85, 86. 
The coffee-houfe and building feem to 
be the principal relief from trade and 
maoufattures. Mr. L. prophefies that 
a different generation will fucceed the 
prefept, with different propenfitics and 
more relaxed notions, and iniroduces 
fome cpifodical refleGtions on the revo~ 
lutions in fociery, iliuttrated by the ex- 
ample of France. The market at Glaf- 
gow is under a glazed dome, within 
which are galleries of mahogany tup- 
poyed by columns, for the butchers

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thambles and green-grocers fhops, in 
seceflés, all fupplied with water. through 
the pillars, p. 94. The aquedué& bridge, 
2co fret long, and 7zohigh, affords a 
cominunication with the celebrated ca- 
nal which joins che Forth aod Clyde. 
Glafyow tas the beneht of another ca- 
nal, which fuoplies it with coal. Paif- 
ley is a populous town with various 
thriving manufactures; and from the 
tower of its chutch is a profpe& over 
aflat country 20 miles round. The cha 
pe’, in which the the Earl of Abercorn 
bariegyhas. awonderfol eeho; Greenock, 
the Clyde, and Dumbarton caftic, are 
briefly défcribed, Port Giafgow, more 
than 2o'mi'es from Glafzow, is a burgh 
of barony,.and carries on an exienfive 
foreign trade, and herring and whale 
fithery) Numbers of the poor High- 
Janders have fetthed at Greenock for 
fubfifierice. Hence ovr traveler pro- 
ceeded to Largs, in the vanle of whole 
church Sir Robert Montgomery ufed, 
in imitation of the emperor Charles V. 
to perform certain folemn devotions over 
his own coffin, on the head of which 
' is Mill legible the following ialeriprion, 
written probably ty himfelf: * Iple 
mit pramortuus fut, fato tuners pre- 
vipui, unitus idque Cxlarcum cxem- 
p'ar iter tot mrortales fecutus.” The 
farmers of this neigitbourhood neglect 
the improvement of thei Jand, by lere 
ting out their horfes to the little cot. 
tagers. among the barren hills above, 
Henee Mr, L, failed to the ifle of Bute, 
which has béen much improved by the 
Jate earl, who pation zed the herring 
fitbery and commerce. ‘This is the firlt 
fiation in Scotiand where a comon-muall 
was projected. Dincing is the amufe- 
ment ot the young: r, and newtpapers 
and back-gammon of the « ery inhabi- 
tanis of Rotifay. Tie extenfive woods 
and plantations of Mountfiewart, re- 
fle€ted by the firih of Clyde, and the 
fimple and elegant manfion*, are duly 
noticed. Having the honour of being 
known to the late earl, Mr. L. paid him 
a vifit, and had every oppor, unity of ex- 
amining the ifland with attention, He 
deferibes two druidical umples, and a 
vitrified fort, and gives a large extract 
from a MS hiltory of the ifland by Mr.

The manufaéure of ciown-glafs is 
thus deteribed, p. 203: “ What amufed 
us mofi was the continual movement of 
the aruficers to and from this copious 
re‘ervoir to take the melted matter on 
their Jong irom tubes, and their aétion of 
blowing; by which, from the appear. 
ance of a fmall red-hotcoah, irafiumes a 
giobular form, and inksntly becomes 
enlarged, hollow, and tranfparent. This 
be-ny held a very fhore time within the 
mouth of a fiery oveny and blown afe- 
cond time, becomes a large oblate {plie- 
roid, more and more crapfparent, full 
continuing redehot. Put again into the 
oven, it i> foon drawn forth, and blown 
firil Jar yer, into a periedt and magn ficent 
globes then twirled rapidly round, four 
or five times, upon the artift’s tube, it 
ends ip a flat round plate, from four to 
five feet in diameter. Having now obe 
tained the moft beautiful tranfparency, 
it fhews the fires of the furpaces, and the 
brilliant operations already defertbed in 
motion behind ix. Thefe plates, as foon 
as finithed, are borne with great delicacy 
from the place in the edifice where they 
were blown, and faflened to the anneal- 
ing furnace, capable of containing many 
hundreds of them, witcre they are fer up 
file by fide, and almoft touching one an- 
other. Ths five is then fuftered to exs 
pire by degrees; and, alter a day or two, 
the glais, having thus. acquired its due 
degree of hardnefs, ‘is removed, and 
packed up for exportasion.’

who is the minifler of Lufs, Mr, L. 
prefumes 





Without knowing. 
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prefumes he enjoys his fituation as him- 
felf did, and “fancies him, on a fine 
fummer’s morning, pacing* with eathu- 
fafm on the banks-of the lake” (p. 223). 
Hence he turned on the left hand, within 
fight of Tarbut, and came to the noble 
inn of Arroquhar, formerly the man- 
fion-houfe of the lairds of Macfarlane. 
Thence he turned on the left round the 
head of Loch Lowing, to the inn at 
Carndrow, 2nd to Loch Fyne, one of 
the largeft zftuaries in North Britain, 
and to Inverary and its caftle. ‘On 
our arrival at the town, we were not 
furprized to find the fir houfe of 
the confpicuous line of buildings on an 
uniform plan, to be an inn, becaufe 
no country bas bandfomer or better inns 
than Scotland; nor were we furprized 
that it fhould poffefs many well-furnith- 
ed rooms, and, apparently, all proper 
accommodations within and without, 
except the attendance of fervants,” p. 
235. This defeé is well painted, and as 
weil atoned for by female prace and beauty 
in the fa/cinating landlady. ** From my 
own experience and that of others,” fays 
Mr. L. “ Dhave the higheft commenda- 
tions to beftow on the ,civility and at- 
tention of Scottifh innkeepers, and of 
their ambition ro give the be{t entertain- 
ment in their power, on very moderate 
terms. Their houfes, every where bat 
in the poorer diftriéts of the heights, are 
equal to our own in England, and the 
new ones eftablithed of late in many of 
their towns are undoubtedly fuperior in 
point both of accommodation and ele- 
gance. J mult add too, what [ have 
hinted fomewhere already, that perfons 
in this way of life are univerfally more 
intelligent thao thole of the fanye occu. 
pation in South Britain; an advantage, 
to themfelves and to their guefts, which 
inuft be attributed to that better edu- 

ation, which in every corner of Scot: 
land is given to the inferior order of 
ts inhabitants. That this topie may 
not be repeated, it is thought proper 
to oblerve here, that in the remainder 
of this tour, circuitoufly made from In- 
vernefs to Berwick, we found every 
teafoa to confirm that which has a!- 
ready been faid in favour of Scortith inns 
and of thofe thar keep them,” p. 260. 
The defcription of the place before the 
late improvement is intermixed with quo- 
tations from O'fian, and the prefent itare

Englith 
fchools are gradually fupplanting the 
Gaelic language, which Lord Monbod- 
do believed to be that of Adam and Eve, 
The Highland drefs is now wearing out, 
and with it ail ancient prejudices and 
fuperftitions, A converfation with Dr. 
Mac Lotire, the amiab'e and learned mi- 
nifter of Glenorchic, furnifhed our trae 
veller with many ufeful hints refpe@ing 
the authenticity of Ollian’s porms, on 
which he pronsies an effay or differtae 
tion. From Dalmahe he went to Ty- 
endrum, where he defcerinoes a Hivhlaad 
cottage, and moralizes on the character 
Of its inhabitants. He proceeded to Fort 
William; and, in the fable of a little 
public houfe at Laverary, received much 
informaner abour Oihan from an old 
farmer. Mr. L. thus clofes a bricf ace 
couar of the horrors of Gieaco: ‘+ Al- 
though ms Glenco-companion’s account 
of this tran‘a‘lion agreed, as well as I 
can recoilect, in all irs material circume 
flances with the hiftortan’s (Smollett’s) 
rejation, I have preferied the latter, as 
it will be fuppofed more authentic 
ground for a remak, which, perhaps, 
you will think not quite unfeafonable 
at atime when the favaticifm of philo- 
fophical liverty lugyefts, aod praftifes 
too, with much frequency, fkiil, and fas 
tisfaftion, not in the fecret receffes of a 
wildernels, butin one of the moft po» 
lithed capitals in Europe, and in the 
open face of day, the mott cold-blooded 
and execrabic horio:s, and all, ftranger 
yet totell, as the beft expedient to efla- 
blith a free government.” p. 312.

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After a dangerous paffage over Bei- 
lichelith ferry, he reached Fort Wil- 
Jiam in Lochabar, on which coaft the 
Chevalier’s fon landed, July 7, 1745. 
Thence 30 miles to Fort Auguftus, and 
to Invernefs, where the affizes were car~ 
rying on, and trial of the ringleaders of 
an infurreétion in Rofsthire, on the de- 


firuflion of the fmall farms to giye way , 


to theep-walks. The men who defend- 
ed their fmall farms, apd refcued their 
horned cattle, were acquitted, bur thofe 
who drove away the theep tranfported. 
In the way thither he faw the famous 
fall of Fyres. Invernefs is the winter 
refidence of many of the higher gentry, 
who refort hither partly for fociety and 
amufements, and partly for the education 
of their children. Several {chools of bet- 
ter order for both fexes, an academy for 
inftru€tion in the fciences, and one forgym- 
maflic exercifes, have fince been opened 5 
andan ode, faid to poffefs confiderable me- 
rit, celebrating this event, appeared in one 
of the Magazines,” p. 362. The dil- 
treffes of the inhabitants of Kiltarith pa- 
rifh very near to Invernefs in the laft 
cemury, whofe crops failed for three fue» 
ceffive years, and left them nothing to 
fubfift; in copfequence of which they 
left their home and difperfed, feparating 
from their neareft relations ; were it not 
well attefted in the Statiftical account of 
Scotland, would be hardly credited. 
Our travellers next vifiied Fort Geoige, 
Campbeltown, and Nairn; and, after 
paffing the bridge at the latter, finithed 
their tour of the Highlands. Fores and 
its pillar are next defcribed; then Elgin, 
where we are forry to hear of ornaments 
in fucco in the old cathedral, By Fo- 
chabers and Caftle Gordon to Huntly, 
through the village of Keith, the birth- 
place of the late James Fergufon; thence 
to Inverary, and fo to Aberdeen. In 
Gordon’s {chool the food fer every meal 
for each dav of the week, and that to be 
repeated every qweck in the year, is mi- 
nutely preferibed for the bovs. Animal 
food 1s feldom permirted. Inthe divided 
church of St. Nicholas is an elegant mo- 
nument, by Bacon, for Mrs, Al'aidice. 
The fummit of the antient tower of 
King’s college, adorned with crofs dia- 
dems (qu. arches, in form of a crown, 
Jike that on the top of St. Nichuolas’s 
church at Newceaflle, one at Luinburgh, 
and St. Dunfan’s io the Eaft, London ?) 
like the upper part of our rega! crowns, 
has a fingular appearance, and 1s meant 
to denote the royal patronage, under 
which the college was eftabliihed, The 
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at the mouth’ of the river Dee} which, 
at high-water, admits trading thips of 
the greateft burthen, and is defended by 
a very fine pier of flone, which, reckon- 
ing its length with that of the quay, ex: 
tends nearly a mile. Its trade and ma- 
nufaétures are very flourifhing. In the 
Jatrer part of the fummer the whale- 
fithery carried on hence to Davis's 
Siraits caufes a good deal of movement, 
Mr. L. obferves, much to the credit of 
the people of Scotland, that no profane 
curfing and {wearing is heard amidft all 
the buftle of the feamen. From New 
Aberdeen (for he fays nothing of the 
old town) he travelled to Stonehaven, 
Bervia, Mostrofe, and Aberiirothic — 
“On various parts of our route from 
Aberdeen we faw plantations of wood 
about farms, villages, and “gentlemen’s 
howfes, vigoroufly contradi@ting Dr. 
Johofon’s affertion, who fays there were 
po tices from Aberdeen to Bamf, co 
miles diflance. Fhe whole quantity is 
certainly much lels than wou'd be fufis 
cient to denominate this a’ woody coun 
trv, much lefs too than might perhaps 
be defirable either for beauty or profit, 
but enough t prove the affertion to have 
originated io tomething like a refo we 
prejudice, hed not the Dottor’s fight 
been remarkably bad, or that he miyht 
poffibly have travelled in the cight *. 
The greaier part had no appearance of 
having been planted fince his tour, only 
20 years ago” (p. 428). Aberbrothie 
has reared irfelt by a flourifhing liven- 
trade, and has now a good harbour. 
Dundee has alfo a flourifhing commerce 
and manufaflures, aod in the new rown- 
houfe i, a portrait of George Dempiter, 
Efq. reprefentative of the towa in par- 
liament, and an efpecial benefaétor to 
this kingdom in her fitheries. The de- 
{eription of Perth is very flattering, and 
perhaps not overdrawn. Kinros, Loch 
Leven, and Doug'as caftle, the prifon of 
the unfor.uoate Mary, who was thel@ 
compelied to rfiyn her crown; Dum- 
fermline, and tts linen manuladtory 5 
Cu'ros, and Lord Dundonald’s coale 
work, the coal of which, producing mie

felt a paroxyfm of admiration when we

come to the bloody banquet furnith- 
ed from his own living Ach to the 
royal epicures of Gondar; two cups 
turned by the delicate hand of his Abyf- 
finian mayefty’s daughter, and prefented 
by herfelf to Mr. Bruce as a memorial 
of his intereft and reception at that po- 
lite court.” p. 495. We know not which 
moft to wonder at, Mr. Bruce’s ftory, or 
Mr. Lettice’s relation; while we profefs 
not to comprehend whether the miferable 
beaft roared through his own borns, or 
through the cups made of them, or 
whether thefe-identical cups were turned 
by the delicate princels. This is not the 
only inftance in which Mr. L. foars too 
high for us. Mr. Brute, finding that 
thirty languages were {poken in the 
camp of a caravan, defired a tranflation 
of Solomon’s Song into all, but could 
enly obtain it in ten, written in Ethiopic 
charaéters, and each in a different colour- 
ed ink, to prevent a confufion of tongucs. 
Upon Mr. Bruce fhewing thefe MSS to 
a lady diftinguifhed for the vivacity of 
her remarks, and informing her that 
the word 47/3, which occurs in Solomon’s 
Song, is to ‘be met with, exprefhng the 
fame idea, in fome paflages of his rain- 
bow of languages, fhe plgafantly obfer- 
ved to him, “ I always cold you, Mr. 
Bruce, that kifling is the fame all the 
world over.” If this be rightly ftated, 
the lady had more wit than Mr. B. 
for, if the word, or rather a fynonymous 
word, occurred in every tranflation of the 
fong, what marvel? and, if in other fub- 
jects of his rainbow, where is the won- 
der? all languages in the world muft 
exprefs the idea. Mr. Bruce’s “ figure

That his ins 
ternal charadter, the features of his un- 
derftanding and his heart, correfpond 
with thefe outward lineaments, you who 
have read his work cannot be at a lofs 
to know.” p.499. Mr. L. appears to 
be more partial to this extraordinary 
traveller than moft of his readers; but, 
luckily, Mr. B. is out of the reach of 
deteétion at prefent. 

From Kinnaird we are condu&ed by 
Linlithgow, Hopetoun houfe, to Edin- 
burgh. In that capital Mr. L, parti- 
cularly notices the unfinifhed Regifter- 
office for the few remaining records of 
Scotland, remaining in much confufion, 
even fince their reftoration by Charles 
II. and the extravagant height of the 
houfes, which, that ‘ the ground lyin 
without the proteétion of the caftle, pie 
be as much ceconomifed as poffible, they 
feck for fpace and air by afcending fre- 
quently to eleven or twelve ftories in 
height, and fometimes ftill higher,” p. 
518. A comparifon, from Mr. Creech, 
of the manners of Edinburgh, 1763, 
with 1783, and later, conciudes the 
work; which, though not well written, 
and too frequently inter{perfed with gene- 
ral obfevations, contains much ufeful in- 
formation.

right of private judgement, in oppoficicn to 
ecclefiaftical difcipline thofe treafonable and 
atheiftic notions which in. France have 
wrought the total fubverfion of the civil and 
ecelefjattical conftitution, the confufion of 
all rights, the abolition of al! property, the 
extinétion of all religion, and the lofs of all 
liberty to the individual except that of blaf- 
pheming God and reviling kings.” 

This paffage is the text of the Welth 
Freeholder’s difcourfe, in which he has 
given the prelate a Rowiand for his 
Oliver. How far he ha; convinced him 
or ufed convincing arguments is another 
pom, The compofition is unequa; and 
the great obj4ét is to let the world know 
that the Diilencers will emigrate rather 
than fubmit to perfecution, which, how- 
ever, the writer is willing to perfuade 
himfelf is not fo near as fome wou}d fain 
believe. Thofe, therefore, who emi- 
grate, can do it from n@ other motive 
than that they haye loft their conle- 
quence. Whether ‘they will find it in 

any other country we think ourfelves 
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warranted, by the experience of fome of 
their friends, to doubt, 

When the Welth Freeholder afks, p. 
35- “ What.was the old goverment of 
France? Suffice it to obferve, that under 
it the prefs was not free, the rights of 
confcience were not acknowledged, the 
people were not reprefented, there ex~ 
ifted a Baflile, Lettres de Cachet, the 
Gabelle, Corvees, and faleable juftice, 
He who rejoiced not in its fall muft 
have been the flave of intereft, the dupe 
ef prejudice, or the enemy of his {per 
cics;” is not the anfwer ready by ano- 
ther queftion, What is the government 
of France? Is the prefs free? Are the 
rights of conicience acknowledged? Are 
the people’ reprefented? Are there not, 
in lieu of the Ba@ile, Lettres de Cachet, 
Corvees, and faleable juftice, the come 
prehenfive Guillotine, 7500 prifoners, 
plunder inftead of taxes, ard jultice ad- 
miniftered by armed judges, on the de- 
cifive evidence of two witnefles without 
a thadow of appeal? There can be no 
flave co intereft where there is no pro- 
perty, no prejudice where terror i; pre+ 
dominant, no individual enemy of his 
fpecies where the authority of a partial 
convention, and fangvinary commif. 
fioners, cut off a thoufand heads at 
a firoke. Whatever the ecclefiaftical 
conftitution of France was, it is fucceed- 
ed by fomething which no Briton can 
with to fubflitute to the religious efla» 
blithment of his country, A civic feaft 
of realon is a banquet of blood beyond 
all the fires of Smithfeld or the dra- 
goons of Piedmont. When the 
tires of Smithfield were lighted vp un- 
der our bloody Mary, there were not in 
the kingdom, perhaps, more than two 
or three fefts, but now how numerous ; 
and among the members of one fed how 
endlefs the difference of opinion!” p, 
84. The protectorate of Cromwell was 
the reign and nurfery ef feCiaries, and 
yet that ufurper perfecuted poor John 
Biddle, the firtt Englifth Socinian, and, 
though he fpared his life, thut him up 
in prifon in Scilly 5 and the Pre fbyterians 
of that day were his greateft enemies af- 
ter the Reéftoration, ‘ [n like manner, 
an orthodox Calvinift would have as lit- 
tle chance of Chriftian treatment, un 
Jefe ridicule and contempt are marks of 
Chriftran charity, from the liberal and 
rational Diffenters of the prefent day.

THIS hiflory was firft publifhed in 
1731-2, and is now become fearce. 
The editor of the prefent edition has 
taken no other liberty with the origi- 
nal text than to caft into notes fome 
papers and lifts of names, which, he 
thought, interrupted the narrative. He 
has reviewed the animadverfions of Bi- 
fhops Madox and Warburton, and Dr. 
Grey, and given the refult of his fcru- 
tiny in notes, by which the credit of 
the author is eventually eftablithed. He 
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has not fuppreffed ftri€tures of his owa’ 
where he conceived theie was occafion 
for them. He propofes to continue the 
hiftory to the prefent time, and requefis 
materials and affiftance. Mr. Neal was 
born in London, Dec. 14, 1678, and 
left young by his parents to the care of 
a maternal uncle, who put him to Mer- 
chant-tailors’ {chool, whence he re- 
moved about 1696 for three years, 
to a Diffenting academy kept by Mr. 
Rowe. He fpent two years more in 
Holland, and, foon after his return, in- 
1703, appeared in the pulpit; was 
chofen afflifiant in an Independent con- 
gregation in Alderfgate-ftreet; and, on 
Dr. Singleton’s death, 1706, paftor of 
it; with whom he continued, after their 
removal toa larger meeting in Jewin- 
ftreet, till his death. He firft publithed 
the Hiftory of New England, 2 vols. 
8vo. 1720. A letter to Dr. Hare, dean 
of Worcefter, op his refle&tions on the 
Diffenters in his vifitation-fermon and 
poftfcript. A fermon preached at Mr. 
Jennings’s meeting at Wapping, on oc- 
cafion of ‘the plague at Marfeilles. In 
1722 a narrative of the method and 
fuccefs of inoculating the fmall-pox ia 
New England; and two fermons. In 
1726, a funeral fermon for the Rev. M. 
Clarke 5 another for Mes, Anne Philli- 
browne; and afterwards others. He, 
bore his part in the fermons preached 
on the principal heads of the Chriftian 
Religion, at the requeft and encourage- 
ment of William Coward, Efg. of Wal- 
thamftow, in.1732 or 3, andinacourfe 
of leétures againft Popery, 1734; all 
which were printed in two volumes 
oftavo each. The third volume of the 
Hitiory of the Puritans came out in 
1736; the fourth, 1738; and he died 
April 4, 1743, having refigned his paf- 
toral office in November, 1742. “ His 
doétrinal feptiments were fuppofed to 
come neareft thofe of Calvin, which he 
looked on as moft agreeable to the 
Scriptures, and moft adapted to the 
great ends of rcligion.” He married 
the only daughter of Mr. Richard Lard- 
ner, many years pallor of a congrega- 
tion at Deal, and fitter to Dr. L. who 
furvived her hufband ull 1748. They 
left a fon, an attorney, and {ecretary to 
the Million bank, a daughter, married 
to Mr. Jennings, eldeft fon of Dr. J. 
and another to Mr, Lifter, minifter of 
the Diffenting congregation at Ware, to 
whofe fon, Daniel L. Efq. this edition 


is dedicated.

WE proceed, agrecably to promife, 
toenable the reader to judge for him- 
Seif of the fiyle and manner of a work, 
from which we have received both in- 
formativn and pleafure. 

** The king of Dénmark is an abfolute 
prince, and, confequently, his prerogative 
js unbounded, He is pieafed, however, to 
aft by the laws framed by his anceftors, or 
by himfelf and cop ic:l, though he has the 
power of altcring or repealing them as he 
thinks fit. He is the guardian of all the 
noble orphans, and none can fell or alienate 
their lands without leave of the crown, the 
king being entitled to a ‘third part of the 
purchafeemovey upon every fale. He has, 
however, few enfigns of majefty except 
fuch as are military; as hor fe and foot 
guards, yeomen, and. the found of drams 
and trampets ; for, the badges of peace, as 
heralds, macos, the chancellor's purfe, and 
the {word of ftate, are here unkgaown. The 
officers of ithe houfehold are the marfhal, who 
yegulates the affairs of the family, and gives 
motice when dinner oy fupper is ready to 
be ferved; the comptrolier of the kitchen, 
who place? the difhes of meat on the table ; 
‘and the mafter of the horfe, who looks af- 
ter the king’s ftables and ftuds of mares. 
The king fits down to dinner with his 
queen, children, relations, and general offi- 
cers of the army, till the round table be 
filled ; the. cowrt marfhal inviting fome- 
times one, and fometimes another to eat 
with his majefty, till al! have taken their 
turns in that honour. A page in livery fays 
grace before gnd after meat; for, no chap- 
hain appears here but in the pulpit. The 
attendants are one or two gentlemen, and 
the reft livery-fervants, The kettle-drums 
and trumpets, which are ranged before the 
palace*, prociaim aloud the very minate 
when bis majefty fits down-to table ; but 
the ceremony of the knee is not ufed to the 
king. Every winter, the {now is no fooner 
firm enongh to bear then the Danes take 
great delight in gving in fledges, the king 
and court giving the example, and making 
fegeral tours abuut the capical in great pomp, 
attended by ketile-drums and trumpet:; 
their fledges are drawn by herfes adorned 
with rich trappings, and the .harnefs fuil of 
fmali bells. After the court has thus open- 
ed.the way, the burghers and and others 
’ pide about the ftreets all night, wrapped 
in their fur gowns, with each his female in 
the fledge with him. His Danith.majefty's 
titles, at full length, are, “ Chriftian Vil. by 
the grace of God, king of Denmark and 
Norway, and of the Goths and Vandals;

duke of Slefwic, Holftein, Storman, and 
Ditmarfch.”” 


An interefling account is given by 
Mr. Payne of Leopold IL. the late em 
peror of Germany ; of whom one par- 
ticular fhall here be given, as it is hoe 
nourab'e to Literature. 


“ He was grand duke of Tufcany twenty- 
five years, and ‘refided conftantly in his 
dykedom. Mr. Sharp, who was at his 
court foon after his acceffion and marriage 
with the princefs Maria Louifa of Spain, 
deferibed him as § fond of fcience, much 
devoted to experimental philofophyv, and no 
lefs attached to chemiftry *.’ By his libe- 
rality, aud under his patronage, an edition 
of the French Encyclopédie was printed at 
Florence, the whole expence for engraving 
the cepper-plates to that elaborate work 
being defrayed by the grand-duke,” 


What follows will, perhaps, at the 
prefent crifis, be confidered as curious 
and iaterefting. 


* The reign of Louis XIV. has been ce. 
lebrated as the gra which produced every 
thing great and noble in France. He has 
been held up to the world as the munificent 
pa'ron of the arts, and a pfince whofe con- 
ceptions and plans were -always dignified 
and grand, The true character of kings 
can only be juftly determined by pofterity, 
and the reputation of this celebrated mo- 
narch has not been ftrengthened by time. 
After every proper ttibu’e of applinfe is 
rendered him, it maybe afferted, that, in 
genera’, he rather difplayed a prepofterous 
vanity than true. greatnefs of charactef, 
which has been productive of fuch baneful 
effeéts, that the decline of the French mo- 
narc!sy may be faid to have originated from 
the conduct of that prince. The immenfe 
fums which he expended in raifing byild- 
ings, where Art was made to triumph in 
deipite of Nawure; his boundlefs ambition, 
which caufed all Europe to combine againg 
him ; thefe vain glorious and profufe pur- 
fuits exhaufted the revenues and ftrength 
of the nation, whilft his bigoted policy led 
him to drive his Proteftant fubjeéts ont of 
his dominions, to the lofs of many ufeful 
arts and manufactures, which ferved to 
Arengthen and enrich other ftates. During 
the long reign of his grandfon, the admi- 
niftration of affairs becarhe fyitematically 
feeble and deftruétive; the body of the 
people were more oppreffed, and the fi- 
nances more deranged, whilft'an increafing 
brood of rapacious harpies glutted them- 
felves on the public fpoils, The people, 
firongly attached to their fovercign, bore 
their oppretfions with a fubmitlive fpirit,

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fecretly execrating the minifters, but pity- 
ing their abufed fovereign. 

“ The writings of a Montiefquieu firft 
taught an énflaved people to reifon upan 
the principles of government and natural 
rights. ' Thofe writings alike expofed the 
tyranny of churchmen over the confciences, 


and of kings or their minions over the’ 


lives and fortunes of mankind. Voltaire 
and Rouflean afte: wards directed the force 
ef their eloquent pens on the fame objeéts; 
tothem lately, fucceded Raynal, though the 
laft yet perhaps not the tea‘t efficacious in 
this erriobling caufe. All that fp-culative 
reafoning could effect agiinft power and 
habits was effected by thefe elevated minds; 
notwithftanding which, it remained for a 
young, a weak, and a deluded prince, to 
perpetrate the act of political felf-flaugh.er. 

“ A gest ftatefman is known by the 
comprehenfive and extended views on which 
his condnét is formed; where there is no 
true energy of mind prefert advantages 
will be feized, regardiefs of future confe- 
quences. The hiftory of the world fur- 
nithes innumerable, inftances of the latter 
clafs of politicians, whilft the former are 
rare indeed ! 

“ France, ftimulated by revenge againft a 
rival nation, whofe fuperiority had been fa- 
tally felt in a wafteful war, and hoping to 
procure an extenfive and lucrative cont- 
merce to be wrefted from that very vival, 
took a decided part in the difpute between 
Great Britain and her American colonies, 
very foon after the acceffion of Louis XV{. 
All the mafs of mifchief impending on a 
defpotic government, by fach a cout: of 
conduét, was rendered invifible by the flit- 
tering objeéts which were held out fo view § 
thefe received every advantage from the 
artfal reprefentations, the unremitting affi- 
duities, the cool circumfpective head, and 
penetrating underftending, of the Plenipo- 
tentiaty from the new States of America, 
who rendered fubfervient to his purpofes 
that cabinet which had long been diftin- 
guifhed for overreaching every power in 
Eerope in the fubtilties of negociation. 
When, in the paroxyfm of their admira- 
tion of this hoary-headed ftatefman, the 
Parifians firuck a medal to commemorate 
their alliance with America, they infcribed 
it with a motto, the full and appropriated 
fenfe of which they then knew not in the 

_ Moft diftant idea: Evipuit ccelo fulmen, tyran+ 
rum. 

In confequence of this alliance, it be- 
came fafhionable in France (where every 
thing was governed by fafhion) to admire 
that f{pirit of liberty which had led the Bri- 
tith colonies to emahcipate themfelves from 
the fhackles of the mother country ; whilft 
the French troops, who were fent to that 
continent as allies of thefe free Proteftant 

were every where witne(s of the be- 
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nefits refulting from a conftitution founded, 
in freedom. The conteft at an end, and the 
military returned home, the mifunderftand-. 
ings and ‘contentions which, for feveral, 
years, had fubSfted between the king and. 
his patligments, were not. likely to abate 
by the fentiments which had now fpread. 
thYough the nation. The diftréfed Rate of 
the finances male it neceifary for the king 
to affemble the Notables, confitting of a fe+ 
leAtion from the three eftates of the kurz- 
dom, the nobility, the clergy, and the come 
monalty ; a meé-fure which had very rare= 
ly been adopted by the kings of France, 
and never proved conducive to their defigns. 
Tis meeting produced ftrong remonftrances 
again{t grievances, without any effectual of- 
fers of relieving the exigencies of govern- 
ment. Soon after the breaking up of this 
affembly, the nation in geaeral became clas 
Mourous for the eftabithment of a tiers-etaty 
or third eftate, delegates from each dittriét 
throughout the kingdom. 

We have already ‘cen that fuch an affeme 
bly had been called by Philip 1V. and a few 
inftances more occur of the kings of France 
reforting to that expedient ; the laft inftance 
of which was in the year 1614, two years 
before cardinal Richelieu came into the mix 
niftry, whofe great but deftructive talents 
extinguifhed every remaining {park of 
liberty in the French government. On that 
occafion, the fpiritual houfe, or chamber, 
confifted of 140 members, among whom 
were § cardinals, 7 archb‘fhops, and 4g 
bifhops; the chamber of the nobility con- 
fitted of 132 perfons, and that of the third 
eftate of «182 deputies, all of whom were 
either officers of juftice or concerned in the 
revénue. It is evident that the true inte» 
refts of the people at large were not likely 
to be promoted in an aflembly fo compofed, 
The cry of the nation, therefore; was not 
for a repetition of fuch a mockery of ree 
prefentation, but for a general deputation 
from the provinces and principal towns ia 
the kingdom, which fhould give to the 
people at large a fubftantial weight in the 
conftitution, by rendering their concurrence 
neceffary to the framing of laws, and their 
authority: dreadful to corrupt and profligate 
minifters. Great had been the fufferings, 
and, hitherto, fubmiffive the behaviour, of 
the nation, oppreffed by a weight of taxes 
levied in the moft rigorous manuer, and fo 
fcandaloufly. mifapplied that they were ve- 
ry far from rendering the public revenue 
adequate to the expenditure; bowing down 
the neck to a haughty nobility, who were 
themfelves' exempt from thofe contributions, 
At length the feelings of men prevailed over 
the habits of patient acquieicence. 

“ The king of France, rendered wnpos 
pular rather through the mifconduct of the 
queeo conforts and her favourites than by 
any overt actof his own (on whom was 

catailed 
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entailed ali the accumulating mifchief which 
bad originated in the mifrule-of the two laft 
reigns), in vain_attempted to fupprefs this 
rifing {pirit by a military force; the troops 
in general refufed to aét. ‘The moit ardent 
and aétive fpirit of liberty was every where 
fpread. Neither the bulwarks of kingly 
authority, nor the mounds of the nobilyy 
and clergy, were able to repel the mighy 
torrent; it bore down all before it with 
an impetuofity irrefiftible. At length, the 
Grand Monarque, as Frenclimen had been 
fond of ftyling their king, after having re- 
tired to Verfailles, and there entrenched 
himfelf with afew adherents, deprived of 
power, and trembling for his life, as the 
beft means to fecure the latter, determined 
to make 2 furrender of the former; he 
therefore quitted his retreat, and repaired 
to the National Affembly (the three orders 
of the ftates having now adopted that deno- 
mination), imploring their protection, and 
fabmitting implicitly to their regniations.

If, An indemnification of 6000 livres 
yearly fhall be altowed to each of the 
Commiffioners. 

1V. A monthly account fhall be delivered 
by the Minifter of the Interior. 

V. The Convention fhall on all oceafions 
pronounce a decifive opinion on the conduét 
of this Commiffion. Deereed. 

08. 20. Six Members of the Popular So- 
ciety of Nevers prefented to the Convention 
three trunks filled with gold and filver.

0. 21. The Reprefentstives of the Peo- 
ple at Marli write, that the fale of the Royal 
effects proceeds with aétivity, and the arti- 
cles fetch their full value. Immenfe quan- 
tities of iron, lead, and tin, were found, as 
much as fome millions of pounds weight, 
not including the iron railing of the purk, 
gardens, and parts round the palace. Many 
effets of brocade and gold and filver lace, 
found in the apartments of Capet and his 
brothers, have been fent to Paris; for, they 
would not have fold for their worth at Marli. 
A part of thefe. will necefiarily he burned. 

The Adminiftraters of the diftri€ of Sau- 
mur write, that the Municipality and the 
clerk of the Juftice of Peace for the canton 
of Breze have brought them 67,732 livres 
16 fols in fpece; of which 38,.68 livres 
were in gold, and 29,164 livres 16 fols.in 
filver, soo marks of. filver and 2 marks of 
gold trinkets, found in a hole in the wail of 


a houfe at Bifai, belonging to a man named 
Buffy, included in the lift of emigrants, for 
having abfented himfelf after the taking of 
Saumur. . ss ah ; 
' The Procureur Syndic of the diftri€& of 
Tonnerre writes, that feveral communes of 
this diftri& have refolved that they will here- 
after have neither maffes, vefpers, nor other 
prayers; and that they abolifh Sundays. 
The fubftituted day of rett is to be the tenth 
day of each decadé.—-T he commune of Ton- 
nere has farther unanimoufly appointed a 
civic fettival tobe held on the laft day of the 
eurrent decade, 

Bezard prefented'a decree, confifting of 19 
articles refpe@ing priefts.

Louis obferved, that thefe-women yefter- 
day wanted to force othes to wear the bon- 
net iouge; and that a mob in confequence 
affembled in the Church-of St. Euftache. 
Moutaut faid, that the bonnet rouge had not 
yet been feen at the Jacobins on the heads 
of women ; that that fociety did not bufy it- 
felf in fuch frivolous matters; that it em- 
ployed itfelf in faving the country, in fixing 
the public attention @pon the judgement of 
the confpirators, whofe trials go a great 
length. ' ; 

The Prefident announced to the petition- 


‘ ing female‘citizens, that the Convention was 


going to take their demand into deep confi- 
deration, and invited them to the honours of 
the fitting. 
Fabre d’Eglantine fpoke. ‘ Already,” 
faid he, ‘* has it been demanded of you to 
make women wear the cockade: you have 
ordered it.. A demand is now made of the 
bonnet rouge: a gitdle-and a brace of ‘piftols 
will foon be requefted of you. Remark, 
that thefe decrees coincide with’ the ma- 
noeuvres put in practice for bread. When 
equipped thus, they:will go for bread:as to’ 
entrenchments. It is very dextrous in our 
enemies to excite tumults by attacking the « 
deaveft paffions of women, their drefs—as 
arms ‘will be. put into hands that cannot 
make ufe of them—but of which ‘the ill- 
difpefed part will avail itfelf. Affemblages 
will be formed of women, not mothers of 
families, not virtuous girls, who with to 
take care of their brothers and fifters: they 
are a kind of knights errant, emancipated 
girls, who: interfere every where—who 
fpread difcontent every where—and even 
whom the Committee of General Safety 
muft. watch. I demand a’ decree, that ‘it 
be forbidden for one perfon to oblige an- , 


‘other to dréfs differently from his inclination.” 


The decree was adopted as follows : 
Art. I.—“ No perfon of either fex can 
compel another to- clothe himfelf in a 
particular manner, each being free to 
wear {uch clothing‘as hé or fhe may 
choofe, under pain of being. confidered 
and treated as fufpeéted, and punithed 
as a difturber of the public repofe. 
I],—‘ The ‘National Convention does not 
intend to derogate.in the leaft from fore 
mer decrees. paffed relative to the na- 
tional cockade, the coftume of priefts, © 
and difguifes. 
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Til—* The prefent decree thall be inferted 
in the bulletin of g Brumaire.” 

Depoties from the Jacobin Society were 
Bimitted to the bar, and ftated, that, being 
fi'led with indignation at the delays in try- 
ing criminals hy the Revolutionary Tribunal, 
they requefted that the Convention would 
lay afide forms which were flow and not 
revolutionary. This propofal was received 
with loud applaufes; and the Convention de- 
creed, thet every difcuifion on a criminal 
atfair before the Revolutionary Tribunal 
fhould ceafe the moment the jury declared 
that they were fatisfied, 

The Minifter of Juftice was ordered to 
fignify, in the courfe of the day, this decree 
to the Prefident of the Extraordinary Tri- 
bunals of the Republic. 

The Corivention referred to the Cottimits 
tee of Legiflation the remainder of the pe- 
tition of the Society of the Friends of Li- 
berty and Fyuslity at Paris; the object of 
which was, that the Tribunal of Paris 
fhould jay afide thofe forms which em- 
barrafs it. 

On a propofal by Billaud Varennes, the 
Coitvention decreed, that the Extraordinary 
Tribunal of Paris fhould hereafter be called 
the Revolutionary Tribunal. 

Barrere obferved, tha: the Deputies in 
the Departments were too numerous ; that 
there were at prefent 140; that the envoys 
of the Primary Affemblies had, in feveral 
departments, affumed powers more extenfive 
than thofe of the Reprefentatives of the 
People ; that the Reprefentatives themfelves, 
when recalled by a decree, did not repair to 
the Convention; and that all thefe abufes 
checked the proceedings of Government, 
and injured the public caufe, 

From thefe confiderations the Convention 
decreed, that every Deputy recalled to his 
duty, who hall not appear in the Convens 
tion within 20 days, fhall be confidered as 
having refigned, and be replaced by his 
Proxy, 

Another decree was paffed, by which the 
envoys of the Primary Affemblies are de- 
ptived of all powers. (To be continued.) 





Forgion Intervicence. 

Poland. @ur advices from this ill-fated 
country are extremely interefting. It ape 
' pears, that, the Ruffian troops having evacu- 
ated the town of Cracow on the 23d of laft 
month, General Rofciufko immediately avai'- 
¢d hinifelf of that circumftance, and enteres 
the place at the head of his regiment in the 
Right of the agth. Next morning he or- 
dered the gates to be fhur, declared himfelf 
Commander in Chief of ali the Polith forces, 
impofed an oath of fuelity on ail the miluary 
in the town, fecured the public treafures, 
took a vegifter of the plate of. the churches 
and of the King’s Palace, and, in fhort, pro- 
cveded to meaiures of a militury fequeftra- 

Gent. Mac, April 1794. 
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tion. The General exhorted the inhabitan’s 
to arm themfelves in fupport. of the late; 
Conftitution. A Revolutionary Tribunat 
was eftablithed on the 26th, compofed of 
14 Members ; and a refolution. was entered 
into, that, throughout she Republic, in the 
towns as well as in the country, every five 
houfes or fire-places th: 'd be obliged to 
furnith one man armed and equipped, at 
their own expence, for the defence of the 
Conftitution againft the ufurpiog powers. - 
Qn the fame day, and the day following, 
an extraotdinary Affembly of the Magiftrates 
and Council of this town was held. The 
different corporations affembied under their 
refpective banners before the Town-houfe, 
whenee the Magiftrates led them on in 
a proceffion to the church of the Holy 
Virgin, where the Conftitution of May 3, 
1791, was publicly read .with great folem- 
nity, accepted, and an eath taken to defend 
it, This example is expected to be followed 
in other places, efpecially as the difbanded 
foldiers in Lithuania and Podlachia were in 
a ftate of infurre&tion. A body of Pruffians 
were within five miles of Warfaw on the 
2d, inft. and, as another body of 15,c0o Pruf- 
fians, befides the Ruffians, were on theit 
march to attack the infurgents in Cracow, it 
was thought the latter would be cut off, as 
they were very badly provided with cannon, 
&c. The Ruffiah detachment, which eva 
cuated Cracow, was foon after attacked by 
a party of Poles, under Vice Brigadier Ma~ 
guet, and defeated ; but the Ruffian General 
Rackmanow, advancing immediately with 
feveral fyuadrons of cavalry, repulied the 
infurgents. . A Proclamation has been iffued 
by the General of the infurgents, to prevent 
any violence being committed on the Auftrian 
pofts, and offering an indemnification for 
any injury they may have already fuftained. 
The Revolutionary Tribunal, eftablithed at 
Cracow, is faid to have tried and condemned 
the Chancellor Rimiffewifki, who had ia 
gonfequence been hanged in the Market- 
place. His crime was denominated treafon 
againft the Nation. : 

Paris, April16. Thtegeneral order, iffued 
for the fecurity of this capital, enjoins a ftrié& 
watch to be kept on the men clad in a white 
uniform, with their diftinétive marks of 
ranks, and button-holes of the old regiment ; 
and points out the expediency of at 
patrols round the palace of juftice. It an- 
nounces, that malevolent men are ftati 
in the great roads, to-feize on the eggs, but- 
ter, and vegetables, which they buryin the 
earih, there to become putrefied.

He was the laft 
executed, and his head was difplared to 
the people amidft the clapping of hands, and 
the thouts of Vive /a Republique.

Gaited very early in the morning of the’ 3d, f 
dave now the fatisfaftion to add, that we 
ate! now in poffeffion of the whole ifland of 
Martinicto, excepting Forts Bourbon and 
‘Royal, which I hold completely aad clofely 
Defieged; the latter being, however, entirely 
40/our power to deftroy at pleafure. 
' Hlaving made difpofitions for three fepa- 
rate landings, diftant’ from each other, not 
only for the purpofe of dividing the enemy’s 
force and attention, but to alarm him in 
every quarter at the fame time, 1 haye the 
pleafure to f.y they all fucceeded, viz. at 
La Trinité, by a divifion wander Major Gen. 
Dundas and Commodore Thompfon, or the 
‘sth and 6th-of February; at Caife de Na- 
wire, to leeward, by» andther, under Col. 
Sir Charles Gordon, afiifted by Col. Myers, 
‘and Capt. Rogers of the navy, on the 8th 
following; and near Trois Rivieres, St.

Major Gen. Prince. Edward, joined this 
army the ath inft. and commands at Camp 
La Cofte, with great {pirit and activity. 

I have ereéted the batteries of my. fecond 
parallel, at the diftance of four and five 
hundred yards, which | expeét will be com- 
pleted. and ready to open on the zeth inf. 
although the late rains retard our progrefs, 
and are unufual at this time of the year. 

It is juft five weeks fince the laft divifion 
pf this‘army landed, under Col. Sir Charles 
Gordon; and I hope it will appear to His 
M:jefty there is no‘reafon to be diffatisfied 
with the progrefs we have made, in that 
Short fpace of time, with inconfiderable lofs. 

The fpirit, unanimity, and peyfeverance, 
pf the navy and army never were more 
gonfpicuous, nor has more cordial co-opera- 
tion ever been manifefted hetween His Ma- 
jefly’s naval and land forces. In a word, 
the General and all/the field-officers, as well 
as the commanding officers of corps, have 
fet fuch an example of zeal, activity, and 
animation, on this fervice, which has been 
fo laudably imitated by all the officers and 
foldiers of this little army, that they merit 
the greateft praife. 

Admiral: Sir. John Jervis’s profeffional 
knowledge never fhone with more luftre, or 
ever was exceeded; nor can I fufficiently 
extol the promptnefs with which he has 
aided the land forces on every occafion, and 
his unremitting exertions to promote the ho- 
nour of his Majefty’s arms, and the intereft 
of his country ; in which he has been fo emi; 
nently fupported by the abilities and exer- 
tions of all the officers and feamen under his 
¢ommand; to whofe fervices [ am indebted 
for having the fiege in fuch forwardnefs, ha- 
ving brought the cannon and mortars, &c. 
for feveral miles, to thefe heights, although 
jt appeared almoft impoffible. 

The arrival of the Roebuck hofpital fhip, 
with medicines; &c. for the fick, is a feafon- 
_ able fupply; a number of whom are com- 
fortably accommodated at St. Pierre’s, in an 
excellent hofpital. 

The Peggy trarifport being alfo arrived 
from Lifbon, with the light companies of the 
44th and ssth regiments, without any fick, 
and in the higheft order, is a fortunate rein- 
forcement, although a fmall one, and the 
fick left at Barbadoes are recovering.

“ It being judged that the Poft of L’Acul,

taken, Lieut. Col. Whitelocke made a very 
proper difpofition of his troops, and on the 
night of the 18th ult. detached 200 Colonial 
troops, with one fie)d-piece and fome of the 
Britith artillery; they were embarked on- 
board two tranfports, and ‘were to Jand at 
five o’clock the next morning. Lieut. Col. 
Whitelocke marched, at four o'clock the 
next morning of the 19th, with the fank- 
companies, artillery, twe Howitzers, two 
field-pieces, and about fifty of the-Colonjal 
troops, of all colours. Capt. Vincent, with 
the flank company of the goth, and 120 Gor 


tonial troops, took a mountain road, whicly- 


Jed to the oppofite flank, upon which the 
detachment of Colonial troops was to com. 
mence the attack. Lieut. Col, Whitelocke 
advanced with the main body juft within 
cannon fhor of the fort, to co-operate with 
the detachment; byt from the mifmanage- 
ment of one of the tranfports, and an tinfa- 
vourable wind, the troops could not land, 
Lieut. Col. Whitelocke drew his artillery 
back a little, which the enemy perceiving, 
a heavy fire of mufquetry commenced fron 
a wood on their right, which was inftantly 
filenced by a corps commanded by Major 
Spencer. All thistime four guns fired in- 
ceffantly from the Fort, but fortunately did 
little execution. Lieut. Col. Whitelocke, finds 
ing that he gould not have any affiftance 
from the troops that were embarked, deter- 
mined at once to ftorm the poft: he ordered 
fome refrefhment for the men, and fent 
away the Howitzers. About half paft four 
P. M, Major Spencer was ordered, with tWo 
flank companies, to join Capt. Vincent, to 
advance and fire on the Fort, which he did 
according to a fignal given; and Lieut. Col. 
Whitelocke adyanced in front under the fire 
of two guns loaded with grape, and a heavy 
fire of mufguetry. They afcended the fill, 
which was rendered as difticult as poffible 


by trees placéd in all diréétions, gallantly - 


pufhed on with fixed bayonets, and drove 
the eneMy from their works, Many of the 
enemy were killed; and, had the Colonial 
corps been landed, not a ‘man would have 
efcaped. . The garrifon was fuppofed to con - 
fift of about 600 men, commanded by a 
wh'ts man, of the name of De Lifle, who had 
ferved in the late King’s time, and is {aid to 
have murdered, or caufed to be murdered, near

fide, the ratifications theveof being‘ figned 
by the Commander in Chief on the 23d fol- 
lowing, and the garrifon, amounting to 
goo men, marched out this moraing pri- 
foners of war, laying down their arms on 
the parade of Fort Royal, and were em- 
barked for France immediately. His Mae 
jefty’s troops, haying marched in, ruck the 
French and hoifted the Britith colours, and 
changed the name from Bourbon to that of 
‘Fort George.

Pater- 
fon and Sowerby, and Maj, Manley, with 
the Royal Artillery, have alfoa chim 1o my 
warmeft approbation, for their exertions 
‘in placing and conftruéting: of the bat- 
teries, and the welledire¢ted fire of the .

“SIR, . March 255 1794. 

My letter to you of the 16th, by the Roe- 
buck packet, a duplicate of which is en- 
clofed, has made the Lord Commiflioners 
of the Admiralty acquainted with the opera- 
tions of the fiege until that date; I have the 

ureto communicate, for their Lordthips 
farther. information, that the battery on 
Point Carriere, which forms the eaft fide 
of, the entrance of the Carenage, opéned at 
day-lght on the 17th, and, with the gun- 
boats, kept an inceifant fire on. Fort St. 
Louis, while the gun and mortar boats on 
the heights played on Fort Bourbon. Lieut. 
B«wen of the Boyne, who had commanded 
tie night guard and gun-boats fora confi- 
erable time, perceiving a favourable mo- 
ment, pufhed into. the Carenage with the 
rowing boats of the guard, bi the 
,Bien Venu French frigate, and brought off 
the captain, lieutenant, and gbout twenty

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fire of grape-fhot and mutketry, from the 
ramparts and parapet of the fort. The fic. 
cefs. of this gallant action determined the 
General and me to atempt the fort and 
town of Fort Royal by affaule; and I djretied 
forty {calingrladders to be made of bamboo 
and fmafl ftretghed cordage, from twenty 
to thirty-fix feet long, and ordered the Afia 
and Zebra to be held in readinefs to enter 
the Carenage, in order to batter the fort 
and. to cover the flat boats, barges, and 
pinnaces, under the command of Com, 
Thompipn, fupported by Capts, Nugent ang 
Riou, while the genadiers and light in; 
fantry from the camp at Soururie advanced 
with field pieces along the fide of the hill 
under Fort Rourbon, towards the bridge, 
over the canal, at the back of Fart Royol. 
This combination fucceeded in every purt, 
except the entra ce of the Afia, which 
tailed for the want of ‘precifion in the an, 
cient Lieutenant of the port, Monfieur de 
Tourelles, who had undertaken to pilot 
the Afia, 
' Capt. Faulknor obferving that  thip 
baffled in her attempts, and the Zebra bay 
ving heer, under a thower of grape-fhut for 
a great length of time, (which he, his of, 
cers, and floup’s company, ftood wita 3 
rmnefs not to be defcyibed), he determined 
to undertake the feryice alone, and he exe- 
cuted it with matchlefs intrepidity and con- 
duét, running the Zebra ¢lofe fo the wall 
of the fort, aud leaping, over-board, at_ the 
head of his floop’s company, affailed and 
took this important before the boats 
could get on-fhore, although they rowed 
with all the force and animation which cha- 
ra¢terizes Englith feamén in the face of sn 
gnemy. No language of mine can exprifs 
the merit of Captain F.ulknor apon this oc- 
¢cafion; but as every officer and man in the 
army and {quadron beags teftimony to it, 
this incomparable action cannot fail of being 
recordéd in the page of hiftory. The gre- 
nadiers and light infantry made good ule of 
their field pieces and mufquets, and, foon 
after the furrender of the fort, took poffedion 
of the town, by the bridge over the canal af 
the back of it, while a ftrong detachment 
from the naval battalions at point Negro, 
under the command of Capts. Rogers, Scott, 
and Bayntun, im flat boats, barges, and pin- 
maces, approached the beach in front. 
Monf. Rochambeay did not lofe a moment 
in requefting that commiffioners might be 
appointed to confider of terms to furrender 5 
and the General and Lnamed Com. Thomp- 
fon, Col. Symes, and Capt. Conyngham, to, 
meet three perfons named by him, at Dillon’s 
plantation, at nine a'clock on the 21ft ; and 
on the 22d the terms were conchided. The 
rapid fuccefs of his Majefty’s arms has been 
produced by the high courage, and perfeve- 
srance of his officers, foldiers, and feamen, in 
the moft difficult and toilfome labours, which 
nothing fhort of the perfect unanimity “ 
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affection between thein ahd their chiefs could 
fiave furmourted, “

Harvey, Kelly, 
Rogers, Salifbury, and Incledon, Riou, 
Lord Garlies, Carpenter, Scott, and Bayn- 
tun, have gained great reputation in the 
army by the conduct of the naval battalions, 
and working parties under their command.

ted to the Seaflowcr. In Capt. Grey I 
have found the experience of age, joiried to 
the vigour of youth. The captains of the

For other particulars 1 beg leave to refer 
their Lordthips to Capt. Powlet, who carries 
this difpatch, and to Capt. Markham, of the 
Blonde, who conveys him. They ferved 
with Com. Thompfon, at La Trini'é, and 
arrived on the fonth fide of the ifland in 
time to have a fhare in moft of the tranfac- 
tions there.

““SIR, Fort Royal, March 20, 1794. 

T have the pleafure to acquaint you, that 
the only lofs we have fuftained in the cap- 
ture of Fort Royal is the pilot of the Zebra, 
killed, and four feamen belonging to the 
fame fhip wounded. So foon as | perceived 
fhe could feich in, I gave orders to Capts, 
Nugent and Riou, who commanded the flat 
boats, which, with the men embarked in 
them, were lying upon their oars, to pufh 
in, and motnt the walls; when every ex- 

-ertion was made, and the boats feemed to 
Hy towards the fort. Capt. Faulknor, in 
the mean time, in a moft fpirited and gal- 
Tant manner, entered the harbour through 
the fire of all their batteries, and laid his 
floop along-fide of the walls, there being 
deep water clofe to; when the enemy, ter- 
rified at his audacity, the flat boats full of 
feamen pulling towards them, and the ap- 
pearance of the troops from all quarters, 
ftruck their colours to the Zebra. A well- 


direéted and fteady fire from the gun-boats 
_bnder Lieut. Bowen, as alfo froma our bate 
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teries, was of great fervice, The alacrity 
and fteadinefs of the officers and feamen ia 
general under my command was fuch, that 

hadsnot the leaft doubt of fuccefs againtt 
the whole force of the enetny, had they dif- 
puted ourentrance. — 

The fort is full of ammuhition and ftores 
of all forts, but the buildings are in a mifere 
able condition from the effects of our bomb, 
the gun-boats, and batteries,

Captain Clinton, 
Aide-de-Camp to his Royal Highnefs: the 
Duke of York, arrived this morning at the 
Office of the Rt. Hon. Henry Dundas, with 
a difpatch from his Royal Highnefs, of 
which the following isa copy. 

Str, Cateau, April 18, 17946 

It is with the greateft fatisfaction that € 
have the pleafure to acquaint you, for His 
Majefty’s information, with the fignal fuccefs 
which has attended the general attack made 
yefterday by the armies of the combined 

wers. 

According to the p!an propofed, the Auf- 
trian, Britifh, and Dutch armies, affembled 
on the 26th, on the Heights above Cateau, in 
order to be reviewed by His Imperial Ma- 
jetty; after which the Auftrian and Britith 
armies paffed the Selles, and encamped in 
front of this town, while the Dutch formed 
their camp immediately in its rear. 

At nipe o’clock_on yeflerday morning the 
three armies moved forward in eight co- 
lumns. The firft column, compofed of Auf- 
trian and Dutch troops, under the command 
of Prince Chriftian of Heffe Darmftadt, ade 
vanced upon the village of Catillon, which 
was forced after fome refiftance, in which 
the enemy loft four pieces of cannon, and 
from thence proceeded acrofs the Sambre, 
and took a pofition at Favril, between the 
Sambre and the Petite Helpe, fo as to invett 
Landrecies on that fide. 

The fécond column, commanded by Lieut. 
Gen. Alvintz, and confifting of the referve 
of the Auftrian army, moved forwards upon 
Mazinguer; and, having forced the enemy's 
entrenchment at that place, as well as at 
Oify, proceeded to Nouvion, and took poflef- 
fion this morning of the whole Wood called 
the Foreft of Nouvion. 

The third column, which confifted of the 
main body of the Auftrian army, and with 
which His Imperial Majefty and the Prince 
of Cobourg went themfelyes, proceeded along 
the high road leading from Cateau to Guife, 
and after carrying the two villages of Ri- 
bouville and of Waffigny, where the enemy 
was ftrongly entrenched, detached the ad- 
vanced guatd forwards, which took pofig 
fion of the Heights called the Grand and Pe- 
te 
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tit Blocus, and puthed forward this morning 
as far as Henappes. . 

The fdurth and fifth columns were formed 
of the atmy under my command, Of the 
firit of thefe I took the direétion, having 
Lieut, Gen. Otto tinder me. Lieut. Gen Sir 
William Erfkine commanded the other co» 
fumn. 

My column was intended to attack the re- 
@oubts and’ village of Vaux, as well as to 
itfel€ matter, if le, of the wood 
eatleg the Bois de Bohain, which the enemy 
ttre entrenched. 
*~ ae ce of the very great defiles 
and ravines which we found on ovr march, 
my column was not able to arrive at the point 
of attack till one o’clock in the afternoon. 

As foon as the cavalry of the advanced 
guard appeared the heights,’ the enemy 
began pee ros eephcont, '3 from the ef- 
fe&s of which, although very near, they 
however were.enabled, in a great meafure, 
to cover themfelves by the natural ine- 
qualities of the grounds. “ 

Having examined the enemy’s pofition, 
and finding « very ftrong, | determined to 
endeavour to turn it by the fight, and for 
this purpofe ordered the whole of the co- 
‘urn to move forwards under cover of the 

gromd, leaving only a fufficient quan- 
of cavalry upon the heights to occupy 
the enemy’s attention, Strong batteries 
Tikewife were formed, which kept up a 
fevere fire, aud protefted the movements 
very connderably. 

As foon as the troops had fufficiently 
giined the enemy’s flank, th: advanced 
guard, unter the command of Maj. Gen. 
Abercromby, was directed to begin the at- 
tack, and ‘we companies of the light corps 
of Odonnel, fapported by the two grenadier 
companies of the firft regiment of Guards, 
wnder the command’ of Colonel Stauhoe, 
formed and took the Star Redoubt, about 
‘the village of Vaux, while the three batta- 
‘hons of Auftrian grenadiers, led on by Maj. 


Gen. Petrafh, attacked the wood, and'made * 


themfelves matters of the works which the 
enemy had cunttruted for its defence. 

The enemy’s fire at firft was very fe- 
vere’; Put when the troeps approached, they 
began to retreat‘an all fides, and were foon 
put to flight. I immediately detached a part 
of the cavalry, confifting of huffars, and one 
fquadron of the 16th regiment of Light 
Dragoons, commanded by Maj. Lippert of 
the former corps, round the wond to the 
right, who completely fucceeded in cutting 
them off, took four pieces of cannon and a 
howitzer; with a confiderable lofs of men 
on the purt of the enemy ; whilft the cavalfy 
ef the advanced guard on our left, under 
the command of Col, Devay, of the regi- 
ment of Arch-Duke Perdinand’s poem 
purfued them through the wood, and drove 
“saa which they 

immediately. 


Sir William Ertkine was equally fuccefsful 
with his column, which was intended, by 


the villages of Marets and Piemont, to warn 


the wood of Bohain, in order to faciliuate 
my attack. He met with no refiftance till 
he arrived at the.vill-ge of Premont, where 
he found the enemy ftrongly pofted; he im- 
mediately formed his line, and having des 
tached the byigade of Britith infantry and the 
Aoftrian regiment of cuiraffiers of Zetch. 
witz, with four fquadrons of Britith light 
dragoons, under the command of Lieut. 
Gen. Harcourt, in order to turn the pofition, 
he attacked it in front with three. battlions 
of the regiment of Kaunitz, fupported by a 
well-direéted fire of the Auftrian and British 
avtillery of the referve, ander the command 
of Lieut. Col, Congreve, and fucceeded com- 
pletely in driving the enemy from the’ re 
doubts, where he took two pieces of cun- 
non and a pair of colours, He from thence 
proceeded to turn the wood with a part of 
the corps, leaving the reft upon the pofition 
of Premont. 

The 6th, 7th, and 8th columns were in- 
tended to obferve the enemy on the fice of 
Cambray, the firft.of thefe, compofed of 
Auftrians, and commanded by. Maj. Gen, 
Count Haddock, puthed forwards as far as 
the village of Crevecoear, and detached 
fome light troops acrefs the Scheldt, with- 
out meeting any refiftance. 

The feventh column, confifting of Anf- 
trians and Dutch, under the Hereditary 
Prince of Orange, moved forwards upon 
the high road leading from Cateav to Came 
bray, and advanced beyond Beauvais, with 
the eighth column, compofed chiefly of 
Dutch troops, ¢ommanded by Maj. Gem 
Geyfau, covered the Hereditary Prince of 
Orange’s right flank, and moved forwards 
in front of St. Hilaire, Neither of thefe 
laft columns were in the leaft engaged; but 
this morning the enemy attacked the Prince 
of Orange’s advanced Guard, who repulfed 
them with great eafe. ; 
The fignal {uccefs which has attended 
thefe extenfive and complicated operations, 
has determined his. Imperial Majefty to 
begin immediately the. fiege of Landrecies ; 
and therefore the Hereditary Prince of 
Orange, who will have the direétion of the 
fiege, has moved this evening with the 
greateft part of his camp from Beauvois, 
and taken a pofition fo as to complete the 
inveftiture of that fortrefs; while His Im- 
perial Majefty, with the grand army, covers 
the operations of the fiege on the fide of 
Guife, and that under my-immediate com- 
mand does the fame towards Cambray. 

What adds greatly to the general fatisfac- 
tion upon this occafion is the inconfiderable 
Jofs which the combined armies have fuf- 
tained, whilft that of the enemy has been 


very great. The Britifh, in particular, have |

On Sunday morning te Hereditary Prince 
of Orange made a general attack upon the 
potts which the enensy still occupied in the 
front of Laudveties, and fucceeJed in getung 
poil dion of them all, and ia taking by ttorm 
their entrenchel camp, and avery throng re- 
doubt which they had thrown up at the vil- 
lage of Eloyues, within 600 yards of the 
place.

On the receipt uf the accounts of the fate 
of the Wanterton Eaft Indiaman at Bombay, 
the Gloucefter was immediately taken up b 
the Government at that Prefidency, ph fu f 
patched with the utmott expedition, to af- 
ford reliefto the furvivors. She was fup-’ 
plied with an ample ftore of provifion , 
wines, cloaths, and all forte of neceffaries 
that huninty could fugzeft. Capt. Billae 
more failed from Bombay on the 2d of June,’ 
and arrived at St. Augufline’s Bay, on the~ 
jfland of Madagafear, the rth of July, The 
people, for whofe relief they weredeftined, 
had lett Madagafcar about two months be 
fore their arrival. They had embarked ina 
Portuguete velfel, which had been humanely’ 
fent for that purpofe by the Goveruor of 
Mofimbique. The Gtoucefter left St. Aue 
gufline’s Bay ou the sth of Augaft, aad are’ 
rived a few days thereafter at Johanna, 
where they found Mr. Jo'ly, a mid.hip sang 
and ten feamen, formerly pelonging to the 
Winterton, who had embarked with the -reft 
of her people on-board the Portuguele vef- 
fel, which, on her paffage towards India, 
touched at Johanna for retrefhments, where’ 
Mr. Jolly and thefe ten men were left behind 
fick, and where they’ were moft hofpitably 
treated by the governor and inhabitants. * 
They were taken oneboard the Gloucefter, 

aud 
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and arrived with that fhip at Madras on the 
13th ult. where they entered on-bvard fome 

the Indiamen in the roads. We feel it 
our duty to declare, from the information 
we have been able to collect from the ac- 
cepnts of the people who were wrecked in 
the Winterton, and the accouits by Captain 
Billamore confirm the information, that they 
expevienced from the rude and uncultivated 
natives of Madagafcar every poffible affift- 
ance and relief which favage life was cae 
pable to affurd, and fuch difivteiefted atten- 
tion as would haye done honour to the moft 
Civilized Chriftian. The poor untutored 
tenant of the fhade difplayed an anxious fo- 
licitude to yield them every fuccour in his 
power 3 evincing, in the ftrong language of 
nature, that charity, in its nobleft accepta- 
tion, needs not the aid of philofophy or ci- 
vilization to nurture it into practice. The 
Winterton was wrecked fome leagues to the 
Northward of Auguftine’s Bay ; but the 
King of Buabay (fee vol. LXIII, p. 201), 
who is fupreme of that principality,’ infifted 
that the people faved from the wreck fhould 
be brought down to the Soutliward, neur his 
own place of refidence, which was foon 
foundto be of ‘the moft material fervice ; 
for, he not only made his ‘people affift ‘in 
building huts for them, but was ulways par- 
ticularly careful to fee that they were abun- 
dently fupplied with all forts of fruus and 
provifions that could be procured. The 
greater part of the Winterton’s cargo was 
brought on-fhore py tre iflanders: and all 
the cloaths. and individual property that 
were faved were faithfully reftored co their 
original proprietors; an, from this circum- 
fance, the fituation of the ladies, in particu- 
lar, was rendered much more comtaitable 
than it would otherwife have been. The 
treafure of the Winterton alfo, if not che 
whole, the greater part was faved, But the 
theafuve was confidered, and we helieve 
would be recognized by the laws of civilized 
nations, as properly belonging to the chief of 
the coaft in which it was Grande. — It was 
therefore tran ferred to the’King of Baub.y ; 
but a pringipal part of it he.gave ro thofe_ of 
his fubjeéts who had diftinguifhed them- 
felves in getting on-fhore the diflevent arti- 
cles from the wreck. To the Englifh fea- 
men and foldiers, that had belonged to tie 
Winterton, he gave to each, on their depar- 
ture from his ifland, one hundred doliars. 
Such ftriking examples of humanity, among 
men whom we are accuftomed to confider 
as favages, will, we hope, have fome infiu- 
ence in befpeaking the good-wil] and regard 
of thofe among the civibzed world who may 
have occafion to vifit them. One of the fea- 
men oo mae belonged to the Winterton, 
purpofcly forfeited the opportunity’ of lea- 
ting the ifland with his companions, Wheu 
+ Capt. Billamore was there, he heard of him, 
and heard that he was well: but, having 
formeda tender connection with a young 
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Madagafcarian female, he preferred the 
arms vf the jetty nymph to al! the :pleafure 
of returning to his former life and fociety.

Bury, Suffolk, April 2, The following is a 
particular. account of the atrocious wickeduefs 
and audacious behaviour of Joh and Nathan 
Nichols, father and fon, who were executed, 
this morning, purfuant to their fentence, 
for the wilful murder of Sarah Nicholsy 
daughter to the one, and fitter of the other, 
The father and brother way-laid the helplefs 
girl in the evening of the 14th of September 
laft: the former drew a ftake out of a hedge, 
and, giving it to his fon, urged him wijh 
threats to commit the horrid deed; where- 
ppon che boy, ftriking his fitter on the bead, 
knocked her down, and repeated his blows, 
till he had depriyed her of life; he after- 
wards, at his father’s defjre, went and tied 
one of her gurters round her neck, and 
dpagged her into a ditch, where fhe was 
found the next morning. Nathan Nichols 
w#5 19, and his wnforiunate filter, Sarah 
Nichols, 17 years of age, On their arriyal 
at the fatal tree, they both perfitted in their 
innocence ; and potwithftanding the very 
ample confeffion of the boy, he then faid, 
that his father was innocent, for all be knows 
olf he faét for which theyfwere to fuffer. The 
behaviour of the elder Nichols was very un- 
daunted, as he gave away his hat and pecks 
clofh to fome perfons ftanding in thecrowd, 
with apparent unconcern; and, on afcend- 
ing the ladver,addreffed himfelf to the fpecta- 
tors, taying, “ Life is but.a thort paffage, and 
now J am at the lait ftep: of the crime, for 
winch [ am going to fuffer, I am entirely 
wnocent.”” After hanging the ufual time, 
the body of the elder Nichols was conyeyed 
to Fikenham, to be hung in chains; and 
the younger one taken for diffeétion at Bury. 

ohn Nichols was ahout 60 years of age, and 
had been many years employed as hedge- 
carpenter to the Duke of Grafton, :

The Committee appointed by the Court 
of Common Council, confifting of the Lord 
Mayor, the Aldermen Plomer, Pickett, 
Skinner ; and the Commoners Deputies Lee- 
key, Bulcock, Nichols, Hallier, Adridge, 
Bunn ; Mefirs. Powell, Rowlett, Dixon, 
Child; attended by the Sherifts, Chamber- 
lain, and City Officers, proceeded in great 
parade to the Marquis Cornwallis’s houfe, in 
New Burlington-ftreet, to prefent him wih 
the freedom of the city. When the Gold 
Box, containing the Freedom, was delivered 
by the Chamberlain, the Lord Mayor thus 
addreffed the Marquis : 

s My Lord Marquis, 

“ We have the honour to wait on your 
Lordthip, by order of the Court of Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Common Council of the City 
of London, in Common Council affembled, 
with the Freedom of + ur ancient city, which 
that Court unanimoufly voted to your Lord- 
thip on the happy couclufion of the late war 
in India; and we have to beg that your 
Lordthip will he pleafed to accompany us 
back into the city, there to take the oath 
of a Freeman, and receive the ufpal charge, 
Whereby we Shall enjoy the tigh honowr of 
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having your Lordfhip enrolled among our 
fellow-citizens. 

“ Your Lordthip will do. the Citizens of 
London the juftice.to believe, that they were 
nyt among: the laft to feel and to acknow- 
ledge the high ane important fervice yon had 
rendered to your country. The rank which 
our city holds in the commercial world, and 
the great thare which fhe enjoys of the trade 
with India, naturally led her numerous iu» 
habitants to attend with anxious eye to the 
progrefs of thofe very interefting fcenes your 
Lordfhip was engaged in, and which by you 
have been brought to fo glorious a conclu 
fion ; and it was therefore with the utmoft 
joy, and with the moft perfect unanimity, 
that the Common Council of this city ex- 
preifed by their refolution the high fenfe they 
entertained of your great merits. [f my 
prefent fituation did not reftrain me, how 
eafy and how pleafant would it be for me to 
dwell on fo delightful, a theme! For me, 
who, in the fituation of an Eaft India Direé- 
tor, have had better opportunities than any 
of my fellow. citizens to follow your Lorde 
fhip in the difcharge of the feveral duties of 
your high fta:ion, and therein to contem- 
plate the good Governor, the wife Legif. 
lator, the brave Soldier, the great General, 
the excellent Statefman, and the moral, good 
man! How.grateful to my feelings would. it 
be to fpeak of the improved ftate of the Pro 
vinces. you. have governed, of the Briti 
chara@er every where exalted, of confidence 
reftored among the native Princes, of pro» 
teétion effefiually given by wife and benefi- 
cent Jaws to the many millions under the 
Britith Government, of great mil.tary talents 
difplayed, and, above all, of that fignal in» 
ftance of wifdom and moderation, unexame 
pled and unknown in the hiftory of India, 
the fopping in the full career of viétory, 
and foregoing the glory that would have at- 
tended the furrender of the proud capital of 
Myfore, to grant peace to a vanquifhed foe, 
and thereby change a biter enemy into a 
ufeful and ref; e Stable Ally. 

“ But, my Lord, 1 know the fenfibility 
which ever accompanied true heroifm; and 
I know that my brother Citizens would no& 
be pleafed that I fhould enter upon ‘a recital 
that would wound your ear.

His wife and fpirited behaviour 
on this remarkable occafion, fo interefling 
to every true-born Briton, and in the con- 
fequent judicisl proceedings between the 
printers of “The North Briton” and the 
tmeffengers, and others, was fo acceptable to 
the nation, that the city of Londoh prefent- 
éd him with the freedom of their corpora- 
tion in a gold box, and defired his picture, 
which was put up in Guildhall, with this 
infcription :

This portrait, painted by Reynolds, was 
engraved by Bafire. The corporations of 
Dublin, Bath, Exeter, and Norwich, paid 
him the like compliment (XXXIV. 76, 
508). fuly 16, 1765, he was created a 
peer of Great Britain, by the file and title of 
Lord Camden, Baron Camden, in the 
county of Kent; and, July 30, 1766, on the 
refignation of Robert: Earl of Northington, 

‘fhe was appointed lord high chancellor of 
Great Britain; in which capacity he, in a 
fpeech of two hours, declared, upon the firft 
decifion of the fait againft the metiengers 
who arrefted Mr. Wilkes, that “ it was the 
unanimous opinion of the whole Court, that 
general warrants, except in cafes of high 
treafen, were illegal, oppreffive, and une 
warrantable” (XXXV. 537). He conduct- 
ed himfelf in this high office fo as to obtain 
the love. and efieem of all parties; but, 
when the taxation of America was in agita- 
tation, he “eclared himfclf againtt it, and, 
ftrongly oppofing it, was removed from his 
ftation in 1770, and the Hon. Charles Yorke 
appointed to fucceed him, who died within 
three days after his appointment, January 20 
that year. He was appointed prefident of 
the council March 27, 17325 and refigned 
this offige in March,:3783. His fpeech on
